This Year It’s Even Tougher Because Living 
Costs Are Up 2 Pct.—Details 
of Cross-Section Survey. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).— 
If youre the wage earner in the 
| average city family of three peo- 
| ple and you don’t make at least 
| $1.05 an hour, 4@ hours +c. week 
Government figures you'll 
have a rough time breaking even 
on living costs this vear, 

Last year, the Labo: Depart- 
ment announced today, you could 
. just about make the grade—living 
“very modestly”—on a net income 
of $1950 annually after taxes— 
But the 
Bureau of Labo Statistics esti- 
mates living costs are up 2 per 
cent now compared with 1944. 

Basing its report on a cross-sec- 
tion survey of approximately 1700 
consumers in 102 cities, the bureau 
found that, in 1944, nearly a fourth 
of all city families of two or more 
persons had net incomes of less 
than $1950, These families went 
into debt or drew on savings to 
keep abreast of expenses. 

On the average, the $1950 was 
just enough to cover living ex- 
penses, small gifts and contribu- 
tions but left nothing for savings 
such as war bonds and life insur- 
ance premiums. However, the bu- 
reau said, families in this bracket 


did buy an average of “168 in war 
bonds, going into debt or drawing 
on savings to do so. 

Half of the families and single 
persons in the nation’s cities had 
net incomes of less than $2700 in 
1944— when family incomes 
reached their highest level in his- 
tory About one-fifth were under 


, $1500 


Last year’s $1950 family—which, 
in 1941 could have got along on 
$1475—spent an average of barely 
22 cents a meal a person and $30 
a month for housing, fuel, light 
and refrigeration Income, per- 
sonal property and poll taxes ac- 
counted for $119. 

The report estimated that in 
half of the families with net in- 
comes of $3000 to $4000 a year, at 
least two persons were wage earn- 
ers. 

As incomes went up last year, 
food expenses likewise climbed, 
the survey indicated. This 
stemmed, the bureau said, as 
much from eating out as from the 
ability to buy more expensive 
foods or serve greater quantities. 
However, it was noted, too, that 
retail food prices in cities rose 
29 per cent between 1941 and 1944.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 


| Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King deliv- 


ered a parting broadside tonight 
against proposals to merge the 
Navy and Army. 

In his final report as comman- 
der in chief of the fleet and chief 
of naval operations, he also at- 


naval aviation from the rest of 
the service and for scrapping 
battleships for carriers. 

“Because of its mobility and 
the striking power and long range 
of its weapons,” King said, “the 
aircraft carrier has proved itself 
a major and vital element of 
naval strength whose only weak- 
ness—its vulnerability — demands 
the support of all other types, 
and thereby places an additional 
premium on the flexibility and 
balance of our fleet, The balanced 
fleet is the effective fleet 

“In a balanced fleet the several 
components must be welded to- 
gether rather than simply co- 
ordinated.” 

As submarine officers must al- 
ternate periods of service on sub- 
marines with duty aboard other 
kinds of ships, he continued, so 
aviators rotate in other duties— 
“aviation is part of the ordinary 
daily life of the officer at sea.” 

“The strength of the Navy,” 
King reported to Secretary For- 
restal, “lies in the complete inte- 
gration of its submarine, surface 
and air elements.” 

The report, covering the last 
phases of the Pacific fighting and 
the first of occupation and de- 
mobilization, was shot through

Aquarium Washed Up, Sponsors 
Find City Canceled the Bonds

The Zoologica: Society of St. 


Louis, which a few weeks ago un- 


dertook to revive the movement 
for construction of an aquarium 
by the city was unpleasantly sur. 
prised yesterday after a chance 
inquiry at City Hall disclosed 
that an old bond issue of $400,000 
for this purpose had been quietly 
canceled a year and a half ago. 

The society, headed by George 
E. Dieckman, veteran zoo booster 
and former member of the official 
Zoological Board of Control, had 
counted on the bonds for the nu- 
eleus of a million-dollar aquarium 
fund 

Voted in 1923 as part ot an $87,- 
372,500 city bond issue for numer- 
ous improvements, the aquarium 
bonds never were issued by city 
officials. One set of officials after 
another became persuaded that 


$400,000 would not pay for an ade- 
quate establishment and _ that, 
/anyway, the zoo board could not 
‘spare the funds to operate an 
aquarium—a contention which, in- 
cidentally, is disputed by Dieck- 
man 

Early last year, when plans 
were being laid for the $43,527,- 
000 general bonc issue voted in 
August, 1944, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte obtained an opinion from 
the city’s special bond counsel, 
Carl Trauernicht, that it was not 
mandatory for: officials to issue 
and sell the aquarium bonds and 
they could not be compelled by 
court action to do so. The attor- 
/ney pointed out that the Mayor 
and Comptrolle: were authorized 
and directed to sell all the bonds 
only as expedient and necessary,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Axis agents, listening in on even 
the trans-Atlantic conversations of 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, made it unsafe 
to telephone a warning to Hawaii 
on Dec. 7, 1941, Gen. George C. 


Marshall said today, 

That was the reason, he told the 
Pearl Harbor investigating com- 
mittee, that the telephone was not 
used to inform Hawaii command- 
ers that Japan apparently was 
going to make some move at 1 p.m. 
Washington time (dawn in Ha- 
waii). 

He had testified earlier that the 
United States high command, for 
that matter, considered a raid on 
Hawaii less probable than attacks 
on airplane plants at Seattle, 
Wash., and San Diego, Calif., or 
on the Panama canal. 

Radio Warnings to Other Bases. 

Gen. Marshall filed warnings to 
all overseas posts and the coastal 
commands by Army Signal Corps 
radio. “Due to transmission diffi- 
culties, the message to Hawall 
went by commercial telegraph and 
radio. It reached Lt. Gen. Walter 
C. Short, Hawaiian army com- 
mander, seven hours after the first 
bombs fe!! on Pear! Harbor. _ 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, wanted to —. why the tele- 

ne was not used. 

Pr autent Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill were in the 
habit of conferring by telephone, 
Gen. Marshall said, “and the Pres- 
ident also spoke with Ambassa- 
dor (William C.) Bullitt by tele- 
hone. ‘ 

“We had evidence that they 
were intercepted by the Germans. 
I had tests made and found that 
telephone conversations could be 
picked up.” 

Bullitt was ambassador’ to 
France before the German inva- 
sion and later was stationed in 
London. 

Two Hazards. 

Gen. Marshall explained that 
there were two hazards in an 
Axis interception of a telephoned 
warning. The Japanese might 
have deduced from it that their 
code had been broken. They might 
have seized on a war warning as 
an “ovett act” by the United 
States. 

“The Japs would have grasped 
at almost any straw,” Gen. Mar- 
shall explained “to prove to such 
portions of our people who 
doubted our integrity of action 
that they were being forced into 
war.” 

As a result of this decision, the 
Marshall warnings to the Ha- 
waiian garrison’ shortly before 
Japanese bombs began falling 
were not decoded until two hours 
after the attack started. 

Gen. Marshall said the telephone 
“scrambler” was not in existence 
at that time. This is an instru- 
ment that mixes up conversation 
and unscrambles them. 

British Viewpoint. 

Earlier in the hearing Ferguson 
demanded that’ Britain’s 1941 
ideas on probable Japanese mil- 
itary moves be given to the com- 
mittee.

HESS: OWN STORY 
OF HIS Flan; ht 
SAYS HE HOPED 10 
ARRANGE A PEACE 


‘Expected to Be Branded 
as Crazy by Hitler— 
Made Several False 
Starts for Britain, Halt- 
ed by Weather.

Rudolf Hess, through his attor- 
ney, Gunther von Rohrscheidt, an- 
swered a list of written questions 
submitted by the Associated Press, 
giving his answers directly in 
writing. This is the first direct 


communication from Hess to the 


press since his flight to England 
in 1941. 

NUERNBERG, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Rudolf Hess declared today that 
he flew to England to try to halt 
the fight between two “noble 
races’—England and Germany— 
and not to enlist British aid in 
the attack on Russia as some 


theorists believed. 

Hess said he had planned the 
flight for nearly a year before the 
invasion of Russia and even had 
taken off for England several 
times from June 1940 onward but 
each time was forced back by 
bad weather. she successful flight 
was made on May 10 1941. 

Still Loyal to Hitler. 

The former No. 3 Nazi and con- 
fessed amnesia faker said he had 
expected to be called crazy by 
Hitler and professed undying loy- 
alty to the man he helped to write 
“Mein Kampf.” 

The gaunt Nazi sub-chieftain 
considered questions submitted to 
him for three days before answer- 
ing them. He indicated he had 
no definite plans of operation, 
once he landed in England and 
carried only a letter of introduc- 
tion to the Duke of Hamilton 
from Prof. Karl Haushofer, his 
spiritual mentor and the Nazis’ 
geo-political planner, 

One feature of Hess’s statement 
wus his insistence that even Haus- 
hofer and Willy Messerschmitt, 
the German plane builder, knew 
nothing of his proposed flight. It 
had been presumed that both of 
them knew his intentions. 

Questions and Answers. 

The questions and Hess’s an- 
swers follow: 

“What was the purpose of 
your flight to England?” 

A. “During the campaign in 
France I expressed my view to the 
Fuehrer, in June 1940, that on 
conclusion of the peace with Eng- 
land (which we then considered 
imminent), a demand should be 
made for the return of what had 
been taken from Germany by the 
Versailles Treaty. For instance: 
the equivalent of the German mer- 
chant fleet. 

“The Fuehrer disagreed, saying: 
‘You know that already in our 
talks during our imprisonment at 
Landsberg, in 1925, and ever since 
then, I have declared again and 
agaih that the basis of my policy 
on seizing power must be an un- 
derstanding with England. Even 
today I have not given up. hope 
that this understanding can be 
achieved when a certain period 
of time has elapsed after this war. 

“If, however, one desires an 
understanding with a people, one 
must not make demands before- 
hand which are bound to engender 
bitterness. I don’t want a Ver- 
Ssailles Treaty which sooner or 
later will lead to a new war. I 
am striving for a peace which will

Santa Fe, which has enjoyed the 
biggest passenger business from 


Chicago to Los Angeles, by way 
of Kansas City, is pushing a pro- 
posal for a St. Louis gateway from 
Kansas City, which ig being 
fought by the Missouri Pacific 
and all other roads with St. Louis 
headquarters except the Wabash. 

A spokesman for the Alleghany 
group told the Post-Dispatch that 
the Pennsylvania and New York 
Central had been opposing the 
idea of through transcontinental 
service because it involved certain 
additional operating costs and be- 
cause they feared it might upset 


their agreements for important 
freight interchange with the big 
western lines. 

He said the big eastern roads 
had sought to create the impres- 
sion in St. Louis and Chicago that

The advertisement said the pres-

Alleghany’s petition, calling on

the inconvenience discomfort and 
expense of stopovers in St. Louis, 
including a reference to “hours of 
torture” on the hard benches of 
Union Station. 

Young and Eaton, working 
through Eaton’s Otis & Co. of 
Cleveland, made the first offer to 
buy the nation’s Pullman sleeping 
car business under the recent fed- 
eral court order for a break-up of 
the various Pullman enterprises. 
There was a set price of $75,000,- 
000. Bids from three other groups 
followed. A hearing before a spe- 
cial three-judge court at Philadel- 
phia will begin tomorrow on the 
question of which bidder should 
be selected. Pullman, Inc., top 
unit, had asked the court to ap- 
prove sale to a group of railroads, 
but the Young-Eaton group is 
fighting for a decision, and em- 
phasizing in this contest the de- 
sire for through transcontinental] 
service. 

Missouri Pacific operating and 
corporate officials have not been 
approached over Alleghany’s pro- 
posal for the service, it was said 
at the offices here.

Miller is 
acting president of the local, and 
Casserly is acting secretary-treas- 
urer. 

The two will be charged with 
violating a police department rule 
forbidding organization of a union | 
on penalty of dismissal. Another 

- department regulation, which re- 
quires that a member of the police 
force obtain board permission be- 

_ fore instituting legal action, was 
violated by Miller and Casserly 
when they filed an injunction suit 
to restrain the board from pro- 
ceeding with plans to destroy the 
union, but this rule may not be 
invoked, in view of the fact the 
Missouri Supreme Court has de- 
clared it unreasonable and _ in- 
valid. 

Arnold S. Zander of Madison, 
Wis., president of the AFL Ameri- 
can Federation of State, County 
and Muhicipal Employes, - is 
scheduled to present a charter to 
the police union, established as 
Local 549, at a mass meeting in 
Kiel Auditorium Opera House 
Wednesday night at 7:30 o’clock. 

Members of 15 other St. Louis 
locals organized by the union in 
various municipal departments 
will attend the meeting to voice 
their support of police efforts to 
organize, 

A Circuit Court hearing on the 
injunction suit against the board 
is scheduled for Dec. 20, but 
union attorneys have indicated 
that, if Miller and Casserly are 
dismissed from the force, the suit 
may be dropped in favor of a di- 
rect appeal to the State Supreme 
Court for a writ of mandamus or- 
dering the board to reinstate the 
men.

EXTENSIVE ADVANCE 
PREPARATION MADE 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, Dec. & (AP), — In- 
forred quarters said today that 
British and American circles 
were highly optimistic over the 
forthcoming conference of Rus- 
sian, United States and British 
fore gn ministers, because of the 
careful advance planning for it. 

These sources asserted that 
lack of preparation — to which 
many attributed the breakdown 
of the recent Foreign Ministers 
conference in London—would not 
be repeated at the Dec. 15 Moscow 
meeting. 

Prepa.iations have been under 
way for some time, it was said, 
and little, if anything, is being 
left to chance. The agenda al- 
ready has been set forth in detail 
and much study has been given 
to procedural routine. 

Difficult Issues in Open. 

It was admitted that difficult 
problems, including the question 
of controlling the development ol 
atomic energy, would be raised, 
but this time just what the issues 
are as well as individual points of 
view wl be known in advance. 

The fact that it will be a meet- 
ing of the Big Three and not of 
five powers was seen here as a 
definite return to the three-power 
principle laid down at Yalta and 
Potsdam—a _ position which has 
been insisted on by the Russians. 

(In London, some diplomats in- 
terpreted the meeting as a pre- 
_lude to a joint British-American- 
Russian pledge to place control 
of the atomic bomb in the hands 
of the United Nations. It also 
was pointed out that the three 
foreign ministers probably would 
not have called a meeting at this 
time unless they were confident 
of reaching basic agreements on 
the atomic bomb and other is- 
sues.) 

Meeting Probably in Palace.

Under the bill sponsored tw

orably discharged service men or 
women would be entitled to re- 
ceive $10 a month for each month 
they spent in the service between 
Dec. 7, 1941, and last Sept. 1. The 
maximum amount receivable 
would be $400. 

To qualify for the bonus, 
would be necessary for a former 
| service man to have been a resi- 
dent of Missouri for a year prior 
to Dec. 7, 1941, the day Pear] Har- 
bor was attacked. Conscientious 
objectors would not be entitled to 
ithe bonus. 

Money for paying the bonus 

would be appropriated from the 
state general revenue fund by the 
| Legislature. 
_ Sample, who said he intended to 
‘introduce the bill Monday, ex- 
plained that sentiment for such 
‘legislation had been increasing 
ever since the end of the war. He 
|}said that the bonus would be a 
means for the state to show its ap- 
preciation to Missourians who took 
part in the war. 

The estimated cost of the bonus 
would be in excess of $120,000,000, 
approximately the amount required 
for operation of the entire state 
government for one year. Roy 
Beaman, State service officer, said 
that more than 400,000 Misourians 
served in the war and that the 
average time spent in the service 
was at least 30 months. 

Payment of the bonus would be 
administered b¥.a board of direc- 
tors composed of the Adjutant 
General and two former service 
men who are residents of the 
state. The Governor would ap- 
point the former service men 
‘members from each of the two 
major. political parties. 

The measure provides that if a 
person entitled to receive the bo- 
nus were to die, the surviving 
spouse, children or parents would 
receive the payment.

Army, Navy Amphibious 


Craft Grope Through 
Fog After Reports of 
Flares in Marsh. 


MIAMI, Fla, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
Groping through fog, Army and 
Navy jeeps and amphibious “wea- 
sel” marsh buggies and “alliga- 
tors” were searching north cen- 
tral Florida swamplands tonight 
for possible Survivors among 27 
missing naval airmen, 

Red flares and a camp fire 


spotted by an Eastern Air Lines 


pilot betweeri Orlando and Mel- 


bourne at 2 a.m. today intensified 
the three-day-old search for the 
lost flyers. 

Army, Navy and Coast Guard 
Planes and a Navy blimp flew 
over the swamp area and patrolled 
far out to sea in search of wreck- 
axe or survivors of the crews of 
six planes which disappeared late 
Wednesday. Fog limited the visi- 
bility of aerial searchers, 


Caught in Storm, 


Officially listed as missing were 
14 airmen who set out on a train- 
ing flight over the Atlantic in 
five torpedo bombers at 2 p.m. 
Wednesday. The last message, at 
5:25 p.m., said the flight had little 
more than one hour’s fuel supply 
left. It indicated the planes were 
buffeted by freak winds. ranging 
“Ss high as full hurricane velocity 
of 75 miles an hour. 

Thirteen more flyers were miss- 
ing on a naval patrol bomber 
which went in search of the six- 
plane flight. 

The first clue was the report by 
Capt. J. D. Morrison, Eastern Air 
Lines pilot, to the Navy that he 
saw red flares and flashing lights 
“in the middle of a swamp’?about 
30 miles southwest of Melbourne. 

Capt. Morrison, piloting a north- 
bound passenger plane, was quot- 
ed as saying he saw a human 
figure standing in the light of the 
flares but could not discern any 
wreckage. 

“I’m sure they were flares, not 
a fire,” he said. 

Five minutes after making his 
first report, Capt. Morrison re- 
ported he saw a fire 20 miles north 
of the spot where he had seen 
the flares. 

Another Report of Flares. 

A naval plane from the Ba- 
mana river station reported at 
2:30 a.m, it observed a flare about 
15 miles inland.

The torpedo bomb- 
ers were on a training flight to- 
ward the Bahamas. One theory 
advanced was that they were fly- 
ing in wing-to-wing formation and 

went down in a mass collision 
when caught in the storm.

Freshmen May 
Play in Big 10 
Again in 1946 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8 (AP) — The 
Big Ten acted today to return to 
peace-time athletic standards gen- 
erally by 1947 with the final crop 
of freshmen on varsity squads 
scheduled next fall. 

The 50-year-old conference, clos- 
Ang its annual winter session, 
voted to limit competition to a 
maximum of four years, including 
one year under the league’s emer- 
’ gency code which became effective 
in February, 1943. 

It also ruled as immediately in- 
eligible athletics who completed 
three years of varsity competition 
before the emergency legislation 
was enacted. Conference officials 
were unable to gauge the effect 
of this directive, but it was likely 
some 1945-46 basketball squads 
would be hit. 

The conference faculty repre- 
gentatives announced the  bol- 
stered code after an executive 
meeting in which recommenda- 
tions of the athletic directors 
were studied. 

They ruled also that ex-mili- 
tary trainees who competed at 
two different conference schools 
might return to their original in- 
atitutions next fall and become 
immediately eligible. 

In restoring the freshman rule, 
@r one-year residence requirement, 
the conference specified that 
freshmen who enroll next fall will 
be immediately eligible for varsity 
competition and may compete 
four years. But thereafter, new 
men must be enrolled a year to 
become eligible. 

If such a transfer is delayed un- 
¢il after the start of the 1946 
gwchool year, the ex-trainees will 
be ineligible until a full school 
term of residence. 

Ex-servicement were accorded 
more leniency than civilians in 
some cases. Civilians may not 
transfer from another school with- 
out fulfilling the one-year resi- 
dence requirement. Also, service- 
men who play at bona fide mili- 
tary stations will not forfeit. any 
collegiate competition. 

The conference agreed to make 
concessions to athletes who were 
taken into military service during 
a season, with the league eligibil- 
ity committee to consider each as 
an individual case, 

Other legislation, designed to re- 
store normal] competition, includ- 


ed: | 
Full reinstatement of the league’s 


amateur rule; return to a nine- 
game football schedule, effective 
in 1947; elimination of summer 
football practice; and banning of 
students with degrees from varsity 
competition.

E are losing the peace in southern Asia 
Ww loging it fast. This is my over-all 

impression after a four-week tour em- 
bracing Burma, Siam, Malaya, French Indo- 
china and Java. 

The prevailing mood in this populous area 
is one of bitter disillusionment over what 
the Allies have advertised as “liberation,” 
but what for millions of Asiatics has come 
to stand for the return of an old order for 
which they have no enthusiasm, even in its 
gaudy new trappings of “home rule,” “equal 
partnership,” “‘French union,” or ‘‘eventual”’ 
dominion status. 

In these countries American prestige is 
very much at-stake. In all of them I found 
an almost naive faith in ultimate positive 
support from the United States as leading 
champion of the lofty aims set forth in the 
Atlantic Charter, Four Freedoms and other 
much-publicized principles of the United 
Nations, but that faith is melting and will 
dwindle still more if American policy re- 
mains as it is now—aloof, passive and am- 
biguous., 


India, 


The basic source of Allied troubles in 
‘southern Asia is mistrust. Indonesian and 
Annamese Nationalists see little relation 
between the high-sounding declarations of 
Allied statesmen during the course of war 
and the present determination of these 
same allies to re-impose Dutch and French 
rule in areas where they are not wanted. 


The conclusion is inescapable that in 
southeastern Asia, Allied policies are out 
of step with popular will, and that, with- 
out a new approach based on recognition 
of mushrooming national influences, there 
will be no real stability in Asia. 


America Escapes 
Direct Involvement. 


By the grace of God and the fact that the 
Southeast Asia Command is primarily a 
British show, the United States has been 
able to escape direct involvement in the sor- 
did events in Indochina and Indonesia. 

It is a blunt though unpalatable fact that 
the Dutch and French have been discredited 
among their former Asiatic subjects and 
that Allied attempts to disarm the Japanese 
and rescue war prisoners and internees 
would have been greatly simplified had they 
not been so obviously also a screen for the 
restoration of sovereignty of prewar rulers. 

This essential reality has been befogged 
by a spate of terrorist acts and atrocities 
by irresponsible elements in Indochina and 
the French, Dutch and 
angry, but freely 


Java, over which 
British are justifiably 
utilizing it as a pretext for iron-handed 
policy. These incidents have thrown a 
smoke screen also over the fundamentally 
genuine character of native movements for 
full self-rule. 

It is the familiar old vicious circle of 
provocation and counter-provocation with 
‘which the history of imperialist expansion 
has been studded. We land troops. There 
are incidents. Incidents provoke the throw- 
ing in of more troops or more warships and 
killing more ‘‘natives.”” Extremists pas- 
sions are inflamed. There are more inci- 
dents, more punitive measures and more bad 
feeling.

Regarded As Front 
For Dutch and French. 


We have failed in Indonesia and Indo- 
china to carry out peacefully Allied ob- 
jectives, first, because we were not pre- 
pared to move quickly with sufficient 
forces; second, because our landing forces, 
whatever their immediate objectives, 
were regarded as a front for ultimate 
restoration of Dutch and French control. 

I am personally convinced that had we 
gone into these two countries with a po- 
litical program more in line with their 
nationalist aspirations, we would have 
been welcomed as genuine liberators and 
would have been able to carry out our pro- 
gram of disarming the Japanese and res- 
cuing prisoners with a minimum of hos- 
tility and bloodshed. 

Decent and sincere persons among the 
nationalists in both Java atd Indochina— 
and there are plenty of them—are sickened 
irresponsible and uncontrol- 
of followers. 
resentment of the 
tremists at the tron-fisted Allied methods 
which have cost more than 10 
many Indonesian and Annamese casualties 
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as has been suffered by the Allied side. 

Sensitive observers are shocked too at 
finding how persistent is the old-fashioned 
colonial mentality among some of the white 
liberators. The new order of French, Dutch 
and British administrators contains many 
men of a genuinely enlightened viewpoint 
who are prepared to deal with the Oriental 
peoples in a sincere spirit of equality. 
Their efforts have been vitiated, however, 
by those who look down on ‘‘these natives’”’ 
as inferior sort of beings, to be treated with 
brutalizing contempt. Some of those same 
men who, as prisoners of war, were kicked 
around by the Japanese, can now be heard 
referring to the Annamites and Indonesians 
who oppose them as “ignorant rabble,” or 
“misguided children.”’ 


Asiatic Nationalism 


Is Still Underrated. 


However, there are still some Occidentals 
who underrate the basic strength of a 
wakened Asiatic nationalism and subscribe 
to the outdated theory that a “whiff of 
grapeshot is all that is needed to ‘bring 
them around.’ ” 

This state of mind is demonstrated by the 
events which occurred at Saigon from Sept. 
22 onward, when French prisoners of war, 
released from detention, staged a coup 
d’etat against the Vietman government in 
Saigon, seized government officers, killed 
those who opposed them and drove out the 
rest. 

Whether this act is justified or not can 
be argued either way. But it certainly 
disproved the then widespread belief among 
Frenchmen and Englishmen in Saigon that 
the coup would deal the death blow to 
Annamese rebelliousness. Conditions got 
worse instead of better in Indochina and a 
new crop of bitterness was sowed. 

We are only fooling ourselves if we try 
to explain away the current epidemic of 
nationalism in southeastern Asia, simply 
as a great and sinister Japanese coup. 
Obviously the present situation is a Japa- 
nese stepchild. Obviously, the Japanese, 
in the final agonies of defeat, added 
moral and material fuel to the fires of 
nationalism; but it is equally evident that 
the foundations of this inter-country 
movement is the genuine aspiration of

HE question of national defense in the 
age may be divided into the 
we certainly know, the things 

partly know and those we know 
nothing about. As soon as this is 
it becomes clear that the first line 
of any system of national defense is in the 
laboratory of the scientists. During the 
war just closed new devices were produced 
which at least twice seemed to make the 
operations of submarines altogether impos- 
sible; and at least twice other scientists 
countered with inventions that promised it 
would be forever impossible to beat a sub- 
marine except by accident. 

Thus it is clear that in a scientific age 
no system of national defense can have any 
Whatever the method adopted 
there must necessarily underlie it a com- 
plete readiness to make fundamental 
changes on the spur of the moment. 

Another of the things that we know be- 
yond doubt is that, whatever the technical 
characteristics of another war, we shall have 
some form of sea transport 
It may be and prob- 
the movement of troops--—un- 
are invaded first and the war is 
fought on American soil, Assuredly it will 
be the movement of strategic materials. 
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Rubber was a major and important short- 
age during the war; but it was only ninth

It is equally misleading to attribute 
rebellious activities to “handful of trouble- 
makers” and to say that “90 per cent of 
the people are only interested in full bel- 
lies and don’t care who rules them.” 
However passive may be the attitudes of 
the majority of people, the tact remains 
that in Java and Annamese portions of 
Indochina, the struggle is being waged by 
a united front of organizations embrac- 
ing the overwhelming majority of political 
factions in their respective countries. 


Other Territories 
Are Being Affected. 


Sparks from these conflagrations are 
showering on other subject territories of the 
Far East. Nationalists in Burma, where 
there is another united front opposition, and 
in India, are whipping up new movements 
for freedom in correlation with events in 
Indochina and Indonesia. 

In Malaya—rubber center of the world— 
the crisis primarily is an economic one but 
even there the British are plagued by strikes 
and food riots of a semi-political character 
backed by communistically inclined agi- 
tators. 

Finally, there is Siam which, while nom- 
inally independent, is under heavy pressure 
from Britain to sign an agreement which, it 
is claimed in Bangkok, would put their 
country under a virtual mortgage to the 
British empire. One of the major British 
demands, it is reliably reported, is for more 
than 1,000,000 tons of Siamese rice as an 
indemnity for property losses suffered by 
the British 
war. 

The Siamese feel they owe their continued 
independence to strong American diplomatic 
support during the war—a reward for the 
co-operative work of Siam’s anti-Japanese 
underground. Nowhere else in Asia 
American prestige higher. But Siam, in its 
present difficulties, is looking like other 
weak countries of Asia for some sign of 
positive American policy. 


British Dilemma 
Is a Critical One. 


The unhappiest participants of the unsa- 
vory muddle in southeastern Asia are the 
British. Upon them, as instruments of the 
top-level Allied policy exercised in the 
Southeast Asia Command, falls the main 
onus of responsibility for disarming the Jap- 
anese, arresting criminals and safeguarding 
prisoners and internees. By the same token, 
they are under obligation to secure and pre- 


industrialists. 

Increasingly, the British have come to 
be regarded by the Annamites and Indo- 
nesians as partners with the French and 
Dutch in re-establishment of the old or- 
der.

One 
apartment for the colored I know of 
‘hasn’t had any heat for several days, 
and you'll notice that it hasn't been sum- 
mer weather of late. 

Now, I seem to remember certain 
other days, around 1933, when there was 
an awful cry from these same people, 
who looked at empty apartments and 
tore their hair and beat their breasts. 
Let's hope that we never have another 
depression, but let’s also hope that the 
realtors will remember those days and 
reflect long and hard on their present 
treatment of the public. 

The time will come when the housing 
problem will be a thing of the past. And 
then let’s see who does the groveling.

A Gospel on Inflation

The Loan to Britain 


Irresponsibiles of both House and Senate— 
Missouri’s Short, for instance, and Oklahoma’s 
Moore—could hardly wait to condemn the eco- 
nomic agreement negotiated between the Tru- 
man and Attlee governments. “We're being San- 
ta Claus.” “We can’t afford it.” “It’s really a 
gift.” “We're promoting unfair Socialist com- 
petition with our own factories.” 

Those objections, in brief, are the customary 
and expected nonsense. As anyone can see whose 
judgment is not blinded by prejudice and the 
insane illusion that a nation can live in isolation, 
we simply offer a loan at a hard-headed rate of 
interest, in return for which we get pledges of full 
monetary repayment plus other covenants which 
may well be worth more than all the interest and 
principal involved. With details one may dis- 
pute until doomsday; the arrangement, from the 
American point of view, is reasonable on its 
face, without even drawing on the reassuring 
competence of Messrs. Vinson and Clayton, our 
chief negotiators. 

Most notably, the contract calls for an early 
end of discriminatory trading between Britain 
and the Empire countries and other economic 
satellites of Britain—the celebrated “sterling 
bloc.” These countries can henceforward deal 
without handicap direct with the United States 
and other countries. By making world trade 
freer, that one agreement may be as important 
as Bretton Woods, which it complements. 

Also greatly promising are the protocols con- 
cerning cartels, trade barriers and “interna- 
tional aspects of domestic measures to maintain 
employment”—the last of which would appar- 
ently involve some of our own acts, such as the 
dumping of cotton under export subsidy. They 
are apparently still largely in the agreement-to- 
agree stage. They do heighten an appearance, 
however, that we: can do business mutually and 
profitably in the same world with Socialist 
England. 

The critics are right, of course, that there can 
still be many a slip. If economic desperation 
ever drives her to’ it, Britain will undoubtedly 
breach her agreement. So would we in the same 
position. So be it; there can be no security be- 
tween nation and nation in the same sense as in 
a loan between John Jones and Bill Smith. It is 
still incumbent on the two nations, therefore, and 
indeed on all others, to prevent depression any- 
where in the world. 

But this agreement of quid pro quo is itself 
a strong promoter of world prosperity and en- 
emy of world depression. As such, our Congress, 
speaking for a country that can well afford such 
efforts, should set the British Parliament an ex- 
ample in inquiry addressed to the real questions 
—its effects on prosperity and peace. If it is 
taken up in that spirit, we do not doubt that 
congressional approval will come without very 
much delay.

The best wishes of his countrymen will attend 
Secretary of State Byrnes when he takes off 
this week for Moscow, to consult with his fellow 
Foreign Secretaries, Messrs. Molotov and Bevin.

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A Fake School Merit Plan 


Unless public opinion makes itself felt in time, 
the Board of Education will probably repeal the 
no-patronage rule at its meeting Tuesday night, 
and adopt in its place a highly questionable so- 
called merit system for hiring employes, 

The plan is questionable because its opera- 
tions will not be in independent hands, as in 
the case of St. Louis’s municipal merit system. 
The three examiners for the school plan would 
be employes of the school system, two ex officio 
and the third chosen by the president of the 
board—a perfect setup for pressure and politics. 
Furthermore, only new school employes would 
be required to take examinations, The only safe- 
guard against patronage, and a weak one, is a 
rule that no applicant shall give the name of a 
board member or school officer as reference. 

The public schools need a real merit system, 
but action by the Legislature is required for its 
installation. Meanwhile, why repeal the no- 
patronage rule and substitute a fake merit plan? 
The no-patronage rule may be widely disre- 
garded, but at least, while it is on the books, 
violators can be kicked off the board if a good 
case against them is made. 

The new scheme, though possibly introduced 
with the best of intentions, is a thorough phony.

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The Strange MVA Report 


The majority report of the Missouri State 
MVA Commission is a remarkable declaration 
of confusion, Its conclusions imply that: 

1. Bad principles can have worthy results, 
The majority report attacks TVA’s principles 
and applauds TVA’s accomplishments. The con- 
nection between cause and effect must, in the 
minds of the majority, be exquisitely accidental. 

2. The people of the Missouri Valley should 
not start out to create a sense of their inter- 
dependence until they already have a sense of 
their interdependence. The majority says the 
Missouri Valley has little if any regional solidar- 
ity—as if that were an argument against MVA. 
It is one of the best arguments for MVA. There 
was no sense of regionalism, no solidarity, among 
the various parts of the Tennessee Valley before 
TVA. Now there is a strong solidarity, thanks 
to TVA. The Missouri Valley, too, can be strong 
through solidarity. 

The truth is that the majority report of the 
Missouri State MVA. Commission has said in 


effect what all the other enemies of MVA have 
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said in effect, from the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau all the way down the line: 
They want to accomplish for the Missouri Val- 
ley what TVA has accomplished for the Ten- 
nessee Valley, but they do not want to do it in 
the only tried and demonstrated way—the TVA 
way. They want to do it in the makeshift way 
that never has been a success, and whose short- 
comings and failures were the reason for the 
creation of TVA in the first place.

The Faces of the Homeless 


Homelessness does something to people. It is 
doing something to at ‘least 5000, perhaps as 
many as 10,000, in St. Louis right now. Some 
of the distraught faces of these thousands of our 
people are portrayed in the Pictures section of 
the Post-Dispatch today. There are more in any 
real estate office, on any bus, at any corner. 

What does it do to them to be torn up, drift- 
ing, obsessed with the one problem that becomes 
more and more depressing every day? 

They are bewildered. What they have always 
been able to obtain as a matter of course—a 
place to live in—they can obtain no longer. They 
are set apart from other people who have a place 
to live in. Others have or can rent living quar- 
ters or can afford the exorbitant prices at which 
houses are sold; they cannot. 

They are embarrassed. The feeling of inse- 
curity weighs heavily on their spirits. Are they 
pariahs, are they suckers, are they the forgot- 
ten men and women and children? Why should 
they lack a family’s first necessity, a home? 

They are on nervous edge. Some of them are 
living beyond their means in hotels and tourist 
courts, harassed by the knowledge that they 
can't afford it indefinitely, but not knowing 
whether it will be three months or six or 12 be- 
fore they can find anything. Some are doubling 
up with relatives or friends, continually sub- 
jected to the continuous small irritations of over- 
crowding, always cramped and unsure of com- 
fort, never able to relax from the strain of work 
and house-hunting and work again without any 
of the blessed privacy of home in between. 

They are just plain mad. Not grammatically 
angry, but mad. They have a decided impres- 
sion that they have been let down. They don’t 
see it getting any better, and they do see it get- 
ting a lot worse. They are certain of one thing: 
That if the only people who can do anything 
about it know how urgent the need is, they 
ought to be moving a lot faster and to a lot more 
effect than they are. They think they are get- 
ting a raw deal, and they expect to remember it. 

These are the homeless, the people who have 
come home to a reception as cruel and disillu- 
sioning as if the warmth and trust of home- 
coming had been rewarded by a fist smashed 
into their faces. 
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Precedent in the Teielshita Verdict 

The outcome of the Yamashita trial establishes 
a precedent important for dealing with both 
Japanese and German war criminals. That is a 
commander’s responsibility for knowing what 
his troops are doing, ard\for stopping their 
commission of such appalling crimes as those 
described by witness after witness at Manila. 
Yamashita’s professed ecleaneh of the atrocities 
was doubtless taken with a large grain of salt 
by the Judges, but the principle of responsibility 
holds good whether or not he knew of the whole- 
sale butchery of civilians. 

This does not mean, as some critics of the 
Nuernberg procedure have charged, that Ya- 
mashita was condemned merely because he was 
the commanding officer in Manila. He was 
found gyilty because of the crimes that occurred 
under his authority. The critics will scarcely 
disagree that an American commander who 
countenanced such savagery, or made no effort to 
stop it, would be condemned by an American 
court just as Yamashita was. 

Now, with this precedent established, plans 
are under way for trial of other war criminals, 
in Japan itself, by an international court. Ya- 
mashita’s trial had its value,, for doing justice 
and for educating the Japanese people, but its 
effect would have been stronger if it had been 


before an Allied court. When Tojo, Konoye, 


Kido and their associates are brought to trial, 
the lessons learned at Nuernberg will be avail- 
able, and joint action against the Oriental 
equivalents of Goering, Hess and Keitel should 
function effectively.

It is too frequently forgotten’ that 
throughout World War II, no United Na- 
tions statement was issued concerning the 
future of the colonia] nations of Asia, with 
the exception of the Cairo Declaration re- 
garding those areas (such as Korea, Man- 
churia, Formosa, etc.) that were under Jap- 
anese control before the war. 


It was inevitable that the United Nations 
pledges on behalf of the cause of freedom 
and self-determination, though not extended 
specifically to the former colonies, should 
have served to stimulate nationalist aspira- 
tions among the colonials peoples. It was to 
be expected, therefore, that Japan’s defeat 
would be the signal for the outbreak of a 
vigorous demand on the part of the subject 
peoples of Asia that this defeat should not 
result merely in a restoration of the pre- 
war political status quo. 


Two Concepts in Conflict 


Recent events in Asia have fully con- 
firmed the predictions of those who have 
long urged that a genuine “new order” for 
the colonies was essential for the establish- 
ment of lasting peace. Indo-China, perhaps 
the most severely exploited of all Far East- 
ern colonies, was the scene of the first and 
most vigorous revolt. 


In Its international setting, the situation 
in Indo-China reflects a world-wide Anglo- 
American rivalry that in Asia finds expres- 
sion in two different concepts of future 
colonial administration. For Britain, and 
for France and Holland, the restoration of 
the pre-war colonial system is part of a 
program to maintain intact a world im- 
perial structure strong enough te combat 
American economic and financial power. 


For the United States, only a free world 
market, with rising standards of living and 
increased purchasing power for al] the peo- 
ples of the world, can satisfy American eco- 


"nomic needs. 


This fundamental conflict, with its at- 
tendant aspects of nationalist unrest and 
the lack of any co-ordinated Allied policy 


* for the administration of areas reconquered 


from the Japane: 3@, is not confined to Indo- 
China. In the Dutch East Indies, an Indo- 
nesian nationalist movement, headed by 
Soekarno, has demanded independence for 
the Indies. It has offered armed resistance 
to the Dutch. 


Spread of Unrest 


Throughout the rest of Southeast Asia, 
the absence of a constructive United Na- 
tions. policy toward formerly dependent 
peoples is bearing the same fruit of open 
unrest on the part of the native population 
and concealed rivalry and suspicion as be- 
tween the controlling powers. 


In Burma, the British program for a slow 
and carefully safeguarded restoration of 
the limited degree of “self-government” en- 
joyed by the Burmese in 1935 has elicited 
no enthusiasm from Burmese nationalist 
leaders. Riots in various parts of the Ma- 
lay States have been quelled by British In- 
dian troops. 

In Siam, too, the political situation re- 
flects a basic divergence of interests as 
between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. Britain, naturally, has a keen interest 
in Siam’s future as a component part of 
British-dominated Southeast Asia, and the 
British press for some time has been tak- 


ing the stand that Siam should be made to 
pay the penalties of collaboration with Ja- 
pan and be placed under some form of pro- 
tectorate or system of “foreign advisers” 
such as prevailed before 1937. 


The American Government, on the other 
hand, has taken the position that Siam was 
actually a secret but effective ally of the 
United Nations throughout the war, and 
has given full support to the Free Thai 
movement organized by the Siamese Min- 
ister in Washington. 


Error in the Philippines 


The position of the Philippines differs 
from that of the other colonial countries 
of Southeast Asia in that political inde- 
pendence has already been assured by the 
United States, and the American Govern- 
ment has pledged itself to protect the se- 
curity of the islands in both the military 
and economic spheres, 


Nevertheless, the policies thus*far pur- 
sued by the American occupation forces 
with respect to the various elements in the 
political life of the Philippines suggest that 
American influence is being shortsightedly 
exerted toward a restoration of the feudal, 
repressive pre-war regime and the suppres- 
sion of the popular democratic forces that 
gained new power and _ organizational 
strength during the war. 


the outlook In the Philip- 
pines provides no ground for American 
complacency or for a superior or critical 
attitude toward the policies of other im- 
perialist powers. This ig all the more rep- 
rehensible in view of the loyalty and cour- 
age with which the Filipino people, as dis- 
tinguished from the small ruling class of 
wealthy landowners and industrialists, car- 
ried on an unbroken campaign of resist- 
ance against the Japanese and contributed 
substantially to the recovery of the islands 
by American forces,

The Old Power Game 


Unless the American approach to the 
Philippine problem is reversed, American 
arguments in behalf of a free and expand- 
ing world market will lose much of their 
weight. 

It is, in fact, becoming clearer every day 
that each of the colonial countries of East- 
ern Asia is being treated, not as a liberated 
area whose people deserve first considera- 
tion, but as a pawn in a continuing game 
of power politics in which Japan has been 
temporarily dealt out. There has been no 
indication of any’ desire on the part of 
either the European colonial powers or the 
United States to make Japan's defeat the 
starting point for the establishment of a 
genuinely new order in Asia. 

In these areas, therefore, more than in 
any other part of the world, co-operation 
among the major powers based on the high- 
est principles of the Atlantic Charter is 
essential if the subject nations are not to 
become the focus of a new struggle for 
power that can only lead ultimately to the 
utter disaster of a third world war.

New Novel by Mrs. Buck 
High in Emotional Power 


(John 


“Portrait of a Marriage,”’ by Pearl S. Buck. 

Day Co., New York.) 

A young Philadelphia artist, William Bar- 
ton, meets, on a painting expedition, the 
pretty daughter of a Pennsylvania farmer. 
He paints her and they fall in love. Mrs, 
Buck’s novel is the story, not of their court- 
ship, but of their marriage. 

[t was a marriage which could have 
failed as easily as it succeeded. To Wil- 
liam’s wealthy parents and their friends, it 
was an impossible marriage: the girl, Ruth, 
though lovely physically, was ignorant, and, 
away from farm surroundings, awkward; 
William was intelligent and delicately 
reared. Their marriage succeeded because 
each sacrificed much to the other: William 
his freedom and his friends, Ruth her 
woman's position as the protected one, 
Sometimes these sacrifices grated, but they 
were not grudgingly made. 

Thus their marriage has much in com- 
mon with marriage as it really is, lacking 
neither tumult nor quiet contentment. Mrs. 
Buck has imagined her main characters 
rather well and has seen what their con- 
flicts will be and how they will resolve 
them. The single rather important excep- 
tion is that William seems never to long 
for friends of his own profession; even 
allowing for his natural uxoriousness, this 
seems unreal, 

* + . 

Mrs. Buck struggles earnestly against the 
perils of mere romancing, but she does not 
always succeed. Perhaps it is difficult for 
a successful person to depict families in 
which no one is a great success, or in 
which wealth is not somewhere comfort- 
ably in the background. Mrs, Buck owes 
it to her position as a novelist not to make 
success and material security quite so 
readily accessible to her characters. She 
owes it to her conscience not to introduce 
scenes as synthetic as the one in France. 
These are important flaws. 

In the last analysis, it is Mrs. Buck’s 
ability to move the emotions that consti- 
tutes her power and her popularity. For 
that valuable quality, sometimes unjustly 
confused with sentimentalism, we can for- 
give an occasional clumsiness of plot or a 
certain lack of profundity. Mrs. Buck's 
emotions are honest ones, and we are for- 
tunate to be able to share them.

Here is the story of a soldier who suc- 
ceeds in bringing happy sense into a psycho- 
logically berserk state of mind. Mission 
is accomplished within the brief span of 
his furlough, as the title indicates, via love, 
as any reader could guess correctly at first 
try. The author introduces major philos- 
ophies ranging from political and racial 
disturbances to the relative merits of mar- 
tinis.

The Navy defends this 
medieval procedure by § stating 
that the culprit gets a full ration 
every third day, that a doctor 
must certify that the prisoner will 
not be harmed and that such 
sentences are limited to 30 days. 
Sailors have a neat but unprint- 
able phrase for this punishment. 

After the first World War there 
was widespread criticism of heavy 
sentences, and reviews resulted 
in numerous reductions. The 
Post-Dispatch at that time print- 
ed articles dealing with appeals 
for reconsideration. 

Perhaps anticipating similar 
criticism after this war, the 
Army last June set up a clemency 
board to review the cases of all 
men sentenced by general courts- 
martial. About 34,700 men are be- 
ing held by the Army, here and 
abroad. The board is headed by 
Owen J. Roberts, former Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 

The Navy, which has a 
Clemency and Prison Inspection 
Board headed by V. Adm. Joseph 
K. Taussig, reviews cases only 
when clemency is requested by the 
prisoner or by his family or other 
persons such as Congressmen. The 
Navy is holding about 16,000 men.

The fault is not so much that of

“Two schools of thought,” says 
a brochure on military intelligence 
published by the Command and 
General Staff School in 1937, “exist 
in modern armies in regard to in- 
telligence. These may be called 
the ‘method of intentions’ and the 
‘method of capabilities.’ 

“The former, which has been 
used in the American Army until 
recently, endeavors to ascertain or 
deduce what the enemy intends to 
do. From knowledge of the hostile 
dispositions, it endeavors to recon- 
struct the enemy’s intention. If 
information is lacking, it estab- 
lishes the enemy's probable inten- 
tion, in part, by making an esti- 
mate of what seems most ad- 
vantageous to him. . But it may 
result in reaching an unjustified 
and pre-conceived idea of what 
the enemy will do, and failing to 
recognize that other lines of action 
remain open to him. I 

“The ‘method of capabilities’ 
takes into consideration all the 
lines of action open to the enemy. 
[t does not entirely discard from 
consideration any one of these 
lines of action until it appears 
that he is incapable of adopting 
it, even if he so desires, , . .

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 8. 


T was just too much. For four years the bishop had had little but 
Friendly remonstrance and advice had 


had persisted in what the bishop 
Words of caution were followed 


by warning, but both were ignored. There was only one thing left 


for the bisnen to do. 


So it was that the Right Rev. 
Thomas J Toolen, Catholic bishop 
of Mobile, announced: 

“Rev. Arthur W. Terminiello, 
having refused to obey the orders 
of his bishop to cease sending out 
literature which we feel is detri- 
mental to the church and the un- 
ity of our country, resigned his 
pastorate at Sacred Heart Church, 
Anniston, and is no longer consid- 
ered a priest in good standing in 
the diocese of Mobile, nor has he 
the right to use his faculties as a 
priest, nor is he considered a 
priest of the diocese.” 

The announcement ran in The 
Catholic Week, official publica- 
tion of the church in Alabama, on 
Nov. 16. 

As far as the bishop is con- 
cerned it “is all finished.” 


Follower of Coughlin. 

Terminiello does not think so. 
The soft-voiced, placid, 39-year- 
old, Boston-born son of Italian 
parents, is an avowed foilower of 
Father Charles E. Coughlin, the 
former radio priest of Royal 
Oak, Mich., now silenced. To 
Terminiello, Coughlin is “a pa- 
triot and a saint, the greatest 
American of all time.” Following 
in his steps, Terminiello has come 
to Birmingham and set up a print 
shop The “literature which we 
feel is detrimental to the church 
and the unity of our’ country” 
pours forth in mimeograph at $3 
a hundred copies. 

It is “hate” literature of the 
Coughlin-Gerald L. K. Smith 
“line.” It purports to speak for 
the “Union of Christian Crusad- 
ers.’ Just who the Crusaders are 
and how they got that way has 
never been told, but Terminiello 
says there are 40,000 of them. 

lerminieilo often aired his 
fascist and anti-Semitic  senti- 
ments fron: the pulpit. He has re- 
hashed the long discredited Pro- 
tocols of Zion and the Nazi propa- 
ganda hoax about a Zionist plot 
fur*world domination. He smeared 
American war undertakings and 
cried “Peace Now!” in the midst 
of hostilities He denounced the 
late Presicent Roosevelt as a 
“war crimiral” and “the most 
avaricious. grasping, selfish, 
puwer-seeking demagogue in his- 
tory. 


Co-operative Farm. 


Terminiello came to Alabama 12 
years ago after attending Boston 
College and receiving A. B. and 
M. A. degrees from St. Mary’s 
seminary in Baltimore. He began 
as a missionary priest among the 
shaiecroppers and underprivileged 
farm laborers of about 20 rural 
counties. His first outstanding ac- 
complishment was a co-operative 
farm venture, St. Teresa’s Village, 
near Bolling, Ala., where on about 
900 acres of land some 150 individ- 
uais found part-time labor and 
subsistence. It drew widespread 
atte, tion. 

A littie later Terminiello 
launched a monthly newspaper, 
“Rural Justice,” named _ after 
Coughlin’s “Social Justice.” The 
paper ran about four years and 
folded up suddenly after the May 
1943 issue. Bishop Toolen had 
suggested a modification of poli- 
cies, 

The last issue, ‘ncidentally, con- 
tained a critical article by Earl 
Southard, an associate of William 
Dudley Pelley and his Silver 
Shirts. Another article, by Carl 
Mote, Indiana industrialist who 
has beer called a native American 
fasc.st, denounced various demo- 
cratic organizations in America. 
Editorials assailed America’s war 
policies and efforts to keep prices 
down through the Office of Price 
Administration. 

For about a year thereafter 
Terminiello was quiet. Meanwhile, 
he was transferred to the Church 
of the Visitation in Huntsville. 

In the early summer of 1944, 
with a suddenly revived interest 
in the issues and subjects which 
had got him into trouble the year 
before, and with means to broad- 
cast his sermons over a radio net- 
work, Terminiello returned to the 
attack. 

In the anxious days before the 
Normandy invasion, he preached 
of the heavy loss of life to 
be expected from attempting 
to gain a foothold on the Eu- 
ropean continent. A little later 
he announced he would form his 
“Union of Christian Crusaders” 
and he began publishing a month- 
ly paper, “The Crusader.” A fore- 
most objective was “peace now, 
by negotiation, if~possible.” An- 
other was a demand for full ex- 
oneration for the 26 defendants in 
the Washington sedition trial and 
punishment for those who prose- 
cuted them. 

In June 1944 Terminiello de- 
livered a series of addresses at a 
novena in honor of Our Lady of 
Victory which were broadcast, 
published and otherwise distrib- 
‘uted. In one he sharply demanded 
“Peace Now!” In another he 
sought to show that atrocity 
stories from Germany and Japan 
were propaganda fabrications. 


Attack on Roosevelt. 


On Oct. 22, 1944, he delivered a 
sermon, “The Cross of War—Is It 
Due to Stupidity or Cupidity?” He 
charged President Roosevelt with 
arranging the Pearl Harbor trag- 
edy as an incident to throw 
America into war. He declared, 
“We must stop joining the. re- 
frain—’We must win the war.” 
He delivered a similarly bitter at- 
tack in his Christmas eve sermon 
at midnight mass in Huntsville 
in 1944. 

Terminiello’s incendiary remarks

gained a wide circulation, thanks 
to the aid given him by various 
groups and individuals. Several 
defendants in the Washington se- 
dition trial were active in re- 
printing or in purchasing copies 
wholesale. Some of the groups 
and individuals were the “Con- 
Stitutional Americans”; Mary 
Leach, secretary to Elizabeth Dill- 
ing, sedition trial defendant; Cit- 
izens of U.S.A, Committee; H. L. 


Beach, West Coast publisher of 
“hate” literature; Court Asher, 
sedition trial defendant and pub- 
lisher of “The X-ray”; Charles B. 
Hudson, Omaha, Nebr., sedition de- 
fendant and publisher of a mimeo. 
graphed newsletter, “America in 
Danger”; William Kullgren, Atas- 
cadero, Cal., publisher of “Amer- 
ica Speaks”, also a sedition trial 
defendant, 

In a speech July 13, 1945, before 
a “Friends of Arthur W. Termi- 
niello” gathering in the New Eng- 
land Mutual Hall in Boston, the 
priest bitterly assailed the dead 
Roosevelt as a “war criminal” and 
as a “demagogue.” He called Su- 
preme Court Justice Felix Frank- 
furter, Bernard Baruch and Sena- 
tor Claude Pepper “alien-minded 
traitors,” 


Urged Death March. 


On his return from Boston the 
priest was moved from Huntsville 
to Anniston. He made no more 
political speeches from his pulpit, 
but he continued to mail out his 
stuff. He charged that a band of 
arch-criminals had conspired to put 
America in the war. He was so 
sure that the Pear] Harbor investi- 
gation would uncover and identify 
them that he urged a “death 
march” on the capital to demand 
that they be hanged. Later he 
called off the march “because it 
was misunderstood.” He demanded 
punishment of those responsible 
for the atomic bomb and called 
for the smashing of an alleged 
British-Jewish world empire “con- 
spiracy.”

In land warfare one of the 
things that we can take as certain 
is that not even the atomic bomb 
nor any conceivable variation of 
it will put the infantry soldier out 
of business. At the close of the 
last war it was freely predicted 
that the tank and airplane be- 
tween them would do all the 
fighting of the future; the only 
function of the infantryman 
would be as a kind of glorified | 
cop. This was, in fact, the funda- 
mental idea of the Douhet doc- 
trine which proved so erroneous; | 
and the idea that infantry had 
become of limited importance was 
subscribed to both in the German 
army and in our own. 

Before the close of the war both 
the German and American armies 
were turning some of their special 
troops into combat infantry. Iwo 
Jima furnishes a good example. 
No place in the whole war was so 
thoroughly bombed and _ shelled 
but after it wag taken an estimate 
from the marines who took it was 
that less than 200 of the 20,000 de- 
fenders had been killed by all that 
preliminary bombardment. And the 
Marines had 4o go in on foot and 
take the place inch by inch, a 
process in which they were as- 
sisted by flame throwers, artillery 
and all sorts of other weapons, but 
which ultimately had to be done 
by the infantry soldier. There is 
not visible any scientific develop- 
ment, not even the atomic bomb, 
which can do away with the in- 
fantryman, On defense he will so 
disperse himself and s0 conceal 
himself that no attack from a dis- 
tance can find him. It is also to 
be noted that the development of 
new techniques and new weapons, 
While it altogether changes the 
character of infantry fighting, in 
no way tends toward the elimina- 
tion of infantry. 

Rather weapons like the bazooka 
and recoil-less gun with small 
portable types of rocket-firing 
weapons still to come make the 
infantry soldier more formidable 
than ever in the presence of ma- 
chines. The tendency is to get the 
infantryman into battle by means 
of air transport, but once he is 
there to leave him more and more 
on his own, 

But as all weapons have grown 
infinitely more deadly since 1939 
the tendency is also in the direc- 
tion of dispersing troops more 
widely across a battlefront, leav- 
ing the individual in action more 
on his own than ever before in 
history. 

The length of front supposéd to 
be held by a regiment in 1918 was 
considered a batallion front by 
1942, and by 1945 it was the front- 
age of a company. , 


Universal Training. 

This consideration and the fact 
that no matter how many atomic 
bombs fall there will be still some 
rough characters sitting around in 
the ruins waiting for callers, 
throws a certain amount of light 
upon the military training ques- 
tion. Every soldier who has con- 
sidered the matter at all has 
spoken up for some system of uni- 
versal military training. Their 
reasons are various and often not 
well stated, but it comes down to 
this: that in the scientific forms 
of war where the individual is 
thrown so much upon his own re- 
sources training is more impor- 
tant than ever before.

A third choice would 
be the temporary restoration of 
French and Dutch sovereignty, 
and their respective territories 
conditional upon frank recogni- 
tion by both powers of the right 
of Annamites and Indoneslans to 
attain complete independence 
within the fixed period, should 
those peoples show, by a plebe- 
scite or otherwise, that they 
want it. 

The trouble is that, in both Java 
and Annamese portions of Indo- 
china, there is deep mistrust of 
old masters. As the nationalists 
see it, the Dutch and French have 
forfeited their right of return to 
the driver’s seat, especially since 
the resumption of authority would 
probably not have been possible 
without British and other Allied 
help. 

The Way of Force, 

Many would object to their re- 
turn on any conditions, but many 
would accept it on some basis 
similar to that outlined, 

There is another but less satis- 
factory way out, and that is the 
present course of imposing accept- 
ance of French and Dutch for- 
mulas through increasing military 
pressure. Sooner or later, no 
doubt, the backbone of the na- 
tionalist resistance can be broken 
and some part of the nationalist 
front can be persuaded to sign on 
the dotted line. 

But unless there is a funda- 
mental change in the French and 
Dutch approach, a peace so ob- 
tained will be neither permanent 
nor stable, unless backed by bay- 
onets for an indefinite period. If 
we fail to come to terms with 
Asiatic nationalism, we must be 


prepared to reap the fruits of in- |- 


definite disorder, increasing racial 
animosity and rising Communist 
influences. No wonder the “de- 
feated” Japanese are laughing up 
their kimono sleeves,

Now the kind of training that 
will make a soldier useful in such 
circumstances is not achieved in a 
few weeks or even a couple of 
months. It will take a consider- 
able degree of mechanical knowl- 
edge, rather’ slowly acquired to en- 
able the soldier to handle the new 
weapons, the great variety of new 
weapons with which he will be 
supplied. One of the reasons for 
the enormous combat efficiency of 
the U. S. Marines was the thor- 
oughness of their training as 
shown, for example, on Peleliu, 
where artillerymen whose guns 
had been knocked out broke up a 
Japanese attack by firing as rifle- 
men and bazooka teams. Another 
war would be very fast-paced; we 
would lose it before we could train 
men enough to handle any oppon- 
ent so big and bold as to attack 
the United States. In the war 
just closed we got a comparatively 
early start by the passage of the 


draft bill in 1940 but it was two|

A high British spokesman said 
"it, Gen. Sir Philip Christison, Al- 
lied commander in the Indies, was 
empowered to “restore and main- 
tain order” to permit “constitu- 
tional reform and a measure of 
self-government for the Indone- 
sians within the framework of The 
Netherlands kingdom.” 

The Indonesians already have 
| rejected a Dutch offer for loéal 
\self-government and are insisting 
on complete independence. 

Door “Still Open.” 

The Dutch news agency 
A.N.E.T.A. quoted Dr. Hubertus J. 
/Van Mook, acting governor gen- 
‘eral, however, as saying the door 
{still was open for discussions with 

Indonesian leaders. 
| Van Mook, who headed the 
\Dutch delegation at the Singapore 
towntarenee said: “I see a much 
treater possibility than last week, 
or weeks ago, that new and di- 
rect meetings between the Dutch 
land Indonesians will materialize 
;at an early date,” 

An informed source, who cannot 
be quoted by name, said the new 
plan called for use of a large num- 
‘ber of Dutch .troops, who would 
be assigned the task of holding 
the various objectives after the 
British have taken them. 

The new outbreaks of fighting 
were at Batavia, Bandoeng and 
| Ambarawa. 

Six British Thunderbolts bombed 
Indonesian concentrations south 
of Ambarawa, destroying several 
small buildings. In Batavia, in- 
tense fighting took place around 
Tandjong Priok harbor and in 
suburban Kramat. In Bandoeng, 
British forces clashed. with both 
Indonesians and Dutch. 

A British statement said two 
Indian soldiers were killed and 11 
wounded in Bandoeng in skir- 
mishes with Indonesians, and 
that “rioting Dutchmen set two 
houses afire” after two Dutch- 
men, accused of looting, had been 
arrested by Indian soldiers. 

A British statement reported ad- 
ditional kidnapings of Europeans 
at Buitenzorg. Indonesian sources 
at Buitenzorg said Indonesians 
planned an all-out attack on the 
British. 

Critical Food Shortage. 


Meanwhile, the danger of famine 
was reported increasing in the 
strife-torn islands. An Allied 
spokesman said the situation in 
Soerabaja, big Dutch naval base, 
was “very critical” with only 
enough rice on hand for four 
weeks. 

Red Cross authorities announced 
the receipt of a large shipment of 
relief supplies from New York 
City. The shipment included 25,- 
000 family kits, plus several hun- 
dred individually addressed par- 
cels from relatives and friends of 
East Indies internees. 

President Soekarno of the un- 
recognized Indonesian Republic 
told reporters today he had sent 
Gen. Christison an apology for an 
assassination attempt against the 
British commander. He said he 
sent a letter expressing regret 
that a grenade had exploded near 
Christison on his return from 
Singapore Friday. 

Christison, smiling, said 
knew of no attempt on his 
either in Java or Singapore.

for the mobilization of a full army 
of trained citizen reserves. but 
that is quite another question.

A national research or science 
foundation should not limit activ-

“A nation which depends upon 
others for its new basic scientific 
knowledge will be slow in its in- 
dustrial progress,” it was said. “If 
colleges, universities and research 
institutes are to meet the rapidly 
increasing demands of industry 
and Government for new knowl- 


‘edge, their basic research should 


be strengthened by use of public 


funds.” 
Dr. Bush pointed out that study 


‘in agricultural colleges had long 


been supported by public funds, 
He suggested extending this prin- 
ciple to the field of science, esti- 
mating that a satisfactory pro- 
gram could be introduced with 
initial total federal outlay of about 
$33,500,000. This sum would be in- 
creased to a total of about $122,-

These expenditures would in- 
clude grants for medical research 
and for fellowships for study at 
various institutions of about $5,- 
000,000 annually for the first year 
and gradually increased to $20,« 
For other basic

“Expenditures for research in 
colleges and institutions will not 
be able to meet the additional de- 
mands,” Dr. Bush commented, 
“We cannot expect industry te 
fill the gap. Industry will fully 
rise to the challenge of applying 
new knowledge to new products, 
But basic research ri essentially 
non-commercial in nature.” 

Undergraduate Scholarships,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP).

King’s final report tonight as commander in chief of the fleet 


My two previous reports carried to 1 March 1945 the account of 
the development of our naval strength and the participation of the 
United States Navy in combat operations. 


The present report is 
period of the succeeding seven 


months, during which Germany surrendered and the war with Japan 


came to an end. This being my last report, however, I am including 
herein my considered general comment and observations on the war 


as a whole. 


The major strategic decision of 

the war provided first for the de- 
feat of Germany and then for the 
defeat of Japan. Both of these 
tasks have now been accomplished 
and we can view in clearer per- 
spective the two major campaigns 
which led to victory. The con- 
trast between them is at once ap- 
parent. The war in Europe was 
primarily a ground and air war 
with naval support, while the war 
in the Pacific was primarily a 
naval war with ground and air 
support. 
In the European war, sea power 
was an essential factor because 
of the necessity of transporting 
our entire military effort across 
the Atlantic and supporting it 
there. Without command of the 
sea, this could not have been done. 
Nevertheless, the surrender of the 
land, sea and air forces of the 
German Reich on 8 May 1945 was 
the direct result of the applica- 
tion of air power over land and 
the power of the Allied ground 
forces. 


Pacific War. 


In the Pacific War, the power 
of our ground and strategic air 
forces, like sea power in the At- 
lantic, was an essential factor. By 
contrast with Germany, however, 
Japan’s armies were intact and 
undefeated and her air forces only 
weakened when she surrendered, 
but her Navy had been destroyed 
and her merchant fleet had been 


sifatally crippled. Dependent upon 
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imported food and raw materials 
and relying upon sea transport to 
supply her armies at home and 
overseas, Japan lost the war be- 
cause she lost command of the 
sea, and in doing so lost—to us— 
the island bases from which her 
factories and cities could be de- 
stroyed by air. 

From the earliest days of the 
war our submarines, operating of- 
fensively in the farthest reaches 
of the Pacific, exacted a heavy 
toll of Japanese shipping. At a 
conservative estimate, they sank, 
in addition to many combatant 
ships, nearly two thirds of the 
merchant shipping which Japan 
lost during the war. 


Our surface forces—fast task 
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forces composed of aircraft car- 
riers, fast battleships, cruisers, 
and destroyers-—carried the war 
to the enemy homeland and de- 
stroyed impressive numbers of 
naval vessels and merchant ships. 
Our amphibious forces, operating 
initially behind air offensives and 
under air cover launched from 
carriers, seized the island bases 
which made possible the achieve- 
ments of land-based f&ircraft in 
cutting enemy lines of communica- 
tions and in carrying devastation 
to the Japanese home islands. 


Sea Power Overwhelming. 


Thus our sea power separated 
the enemy from vital resources 
on the Asiatic mainland and in the 
islands which he had seized early 
in the war, and furnished us the 
bases essential to the operations 
of. shore-based aircraft from 
which the atomic bombs finally 
were dispatched, and on which 
troops and supplies were being 
massed for the invasion of Kyu- 
shu and of Honshu. The defeat 
of Japan was directly dfle to our 
overwhelming power at sea, 

The destruction of the Japanese 
Navy followed the Nelsonian doc- 
trine that naval victory should be 
followed up until the enenty fleet 
is annihilated. Of 12 battleships, 
11 were sunk; of 26 carriers, 20 
were sunk; of 43 cruisers, 38 were 
destroyed; and so on throughout 
the various types of ships, which 
collectively constituted a fleet 
considerably larger than ours was 
before the war began. The few 
ships that remained afloat were 
for the most part so heavily dam- 
aged as to be of no military 
value. 

In striking contrast is the rec- 
ord of our ships. Although two 
old battleships were lost at Pearl 
Harbor, eight new battleships 
have since joined the fleet. 
Against five aircraft carriers and 
six escort carriers lost, we com- 
pleted 27 carriers and 110 escort 
carriers. While we lost 10 cruis- 
ers, 48 new cruisers have been 
commissioned. We lost 52 sub- 
marines and built 203. The capac- 
ity of the United States to build 
warships, auxiliary ships and 
merchant ships, while supporting 
our forces and our allies al] over 
the world, exceeded all former 
records and surpassed our most 


sanguine hopes, 
Quotes Adm. Nimitz. 


It proved to be a vital com- 
ponent of that sea power which 
Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 
has well defined in- the following 
words: 

“Sea power is not a limited 
term. It includes many weapons 
and many techniques. Sea pow- 
er means more than the com- 
batant ships and aircraft, the 
amphibious forces and the mer- 
chant marine. It includes also 
the port facilities of New York 
and California; the bases in 
Guam and in Kansas; the fac- 
tories which are the capital 
plant of war, and the farms 
which are the producers of sup- 
plies. All these are elements of 
sea power. Furthermore, sea 
power is not limited to ma- 
terials and equipment. It in- 
cludes the functioning organiza- 
tion which has directed its use 
in the war. In the Pacific we 
have been able to use our naval 
power effectively because we 
have been organized along sound 
lines. The present organization 
of our Navy Department has — 
permitted decisions to be made 
effectively. It has allowed 
great flexibility. In each oper- 
ation we were able to apply our 
force at the time and place 
where it would be most dam- 
aging to the enemy.” 
Flexibility of Sea Forces. 

In the successful application of 
our sea power, a prime factor has 
been the flexibility and balanced 
character of our naval forces, In 
the Atlantic the German navy was 
virtually limited to the use of sub- 
marines, without surface and 


|naval air support. In the Pacific, 
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extra fiint. 


Japanese sea power was hampered 
by Army control, and Japanese 
naval officers lacked the freedom 
of initiative so necessary to gain 
and exercise command of the seas. 

On the other hand, while ours 
was a vast fleet, it was also a 
highly flexible and well-balanced 
fleet, in which ships, planes, am- 
phibious forces and service forces 
in due proportion were available 
for unified action whenever and 
wherever called upon. 


Fought Against Islands. 

It is of interest to note, in con- 
nection with formulation of plans 
for the future strength of our 
Navy, that our fleet in World War 
II was not- solely engaged in fight- 
ing enemy fleets. On numerous 
occasions a large part of the fleet 
effort was devoted to operations 
against land objectives. A strik- 
ingy example is the capture of 
Okinawa. During the _ three 
months that this operation, was 
in progress our Pacific fleet—the 
greatest naval force ever assem- 
bled in the history of the world— 
was engaged in a continuous bat- 
tle which for sustained intensity 
has never been equaled in naval 
| history; yet at this time the Japa- 
nese navy had virtually ceased to 
_exist—we were fighting an island, 


‘not an enemy fleet. 


With the possible exception of 


amphibious warfare, which covers 
a field of considerably broader 


scope, the outstanding develop- 
ment of the war in the field of 
naval strategy and tactics has 
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general acceptance of the fact 
that, in accord with the basic con- 
cept of the United States Navy, 
a Goficépt éstadlished® “some = 25 
years ago, naval aviation is and 
must always be an integral and 
primary component of the fleet. 
Naval -aviation has proved its 
worth not only in its basic pur- 
pose of destroying hostile air and 
naval] forces, but also in amphib- 
ious warfare involving attacks in 
support of landing operations, in 
reconnaissance over the sea and 
in challenging and defeating hos- 
tile land-based planes over posi- 
tions held in force by the enemy. 
In these fields our naval aviation 
has won both success and distinc- 
tion. Because of its mobility and 
the striking power and long range 
of its weapons, the aircraft car- 
rier has proved itself a major and 
vital element of naval strength, 
whose only weakness—its vulner- 
ability—demands the support of 
all other types, and thereby places 
an additional premium on the 
flexibility and balance of our fleet. 
The balanced fleet is the effec- 
tive fleet. 


Submarine, Air Components. 
In a balaneed fleet the several! 
components must be welded to- 
gether rather than simply co- 
ordinated. For example, subma- 
rines normally operate “on their 
own” and hasty’ consideration 
might lead to the false conclusion 
that it would be advantageous 
for submarines to constitute a 
separate independent service. 
However, careful consideration 


in reasoning from this premise. 
Actually, the commanding officer 
of a submarine, to fight his ship 


and strategy. 
that officers in surface ships un- 
derstand the capabilities and lim- 
itations of submarines. This is 
accomplished in time of peace by 
requiring that submarine officers 
alternate periods of submarine 
duty with duty in vessels of other 
types. By this means, the point of 
view of the officer corps as a 
whole is broadened and in the 
higher echelons of command 
there are always included officers 
who have had submarine experi- 
ence. 

Aviation, though a specialty, is 
much more closely interwoven 
with the rest of the fleet than is 
the submarine branch of the 
Navy. It is, in fact, impossible to 
imagine an efficient modern fleet 
in which there is not a complete 


welding of aviation and surface 
elements. This is accomplished by 
requiring aviators to rotate in 
other duties in the same manner 
as do submarine officers, and by 
requiring non-aviators to familiar- 
ize themselves with aircraft op- 
erations—not a difficult matter 
since not only carriers but also 
battleships and _ cruisers are 
equipped with aircraft. Aviation is 
part of the ordinary daily life of 
the officer at sea. 


Wartime Training. 

Of course, it is not possible to 
effect rotation of duties of all 
submarine and air officers during 
war. As a matter of fact, this is 
true of duty in all classes of ships. 
It is necessary during wartime to 
train certain officers — especially 
the reserves—for one particular 
type of duty and to keep them at 
it. However, the long periods of 
peacetime training, in which an 
officer obtains the rounded experi- 
ence to fit him for higher com- 
mand, have been utilized in the 
past to give officers experience in 
varied duties and the practice will 
be continued in the future. The 
wisdom of that system was proved 
during the war by the efficiency 
of aircraft carriers, commanded 
by qualified aviators who also 
were experienced in handling 
ships, and, particularly, by the ef- 
ficiency of the high combat com- 
mands of the Pacific fleet. Many 
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of the major units of the Pacific 
fleet, composed of carriers and 
vessels of all other types, were 
commanded by aviators. The 
strength of the Navy lies in the 
complete integration of its sub- 
marine, surface and air elements. 

The epic advance of our united 
forces across the vast Pacific, 
westward from Hawaii and north- 
ward from New Guinea, to the 
Philippines and to the shores of 
Japan, was spearheaded by naval 
aviation and closely supported by 
the power of our fleets. In these

tities of specialized equipment, ex- Inte ‘gration an d unification 
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advances, some of the steps ex- 
ceeded 2000 miles and the assault- 
ing troops often had to be trans- 
ported for much greater distances.

For example, after Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had completed his 
landing in Normandy, his oper- 
ation became purely a land cam- 
paign. The Navy was responsible 
for maintaining the line of com- 
munications across the ocean and 
for certain supply operations in 
the ports of Eurone, and small 
naval groups became part of the 
land army for certain ‘special pur- 
'poses, such as tne boat groups 
which helped in the crossing of 
ithe Rhine. But the strategy and 
|} tactics of the great battles lead- 
ling up to the surrender of Ger- 
|} many were primarily Army affairs

Situation in Pacific. 


A different situation exists in| 
the Pacific, where, in the process | 


of capturing small atolls, the fight- 
ing was almost entirely within 


range of naval gunfire; that is to 
say, the whole operation of cap- 
turing an atoll was amphibious 
in nature, with artillery and air 
support primarily naval. This 
situation called for a mixed Army- 
Navy organization which was en- 
trusted to the command of Fleet 
Adm. Nimitz. A still different situ- 
ation existed in the early days of 
the war during the Solomon 
Islands campaign where Army and 
Navy became, of necessity, so 
thoroughly intermingled that they 
were, to all practical purposes, a 
single service directed by Adm. 
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William F. Halsey Jr. Under 
General of the Army Douglas Mac- 


Arthur, Army, Army aviation, and | 


ithe naval components of his com- 
mand were separate entities tied 
together only at the top in the 
person of Gen. MacArthur him- 
self. In the Mediterranean the 
scheme of command § differed 
somewhat from all the others. 
All these systems of command 
were successful largely because 
each was placed in effect to meet 
a specific condition imposed by 
the characteristics of the current 
situation in the theater of opera- 
tions. I emphasize this fact be- 
cause it is important to realize 
that there can be no hard and fast 
rule for setting up commands in 
the field. Neither is it possible 
to anticipate with accuracy the 
nature of coming wars. Methods 
adopted in one may require radical 
alteration for the next, as was true 
of World Wars I and II. It was 
fortunate that the War Depart- 
ment and the Navy Department 
working together for many years 
—definitely since World War I— 
before the war began, had correct- 
ly diagnosed what was likely to 
occur and had instituted, not rigid 
rules, but a set of principles for 
joint action in the field which 
proved sufficiently flexible to meet 
the varying conditions that were 
| encountered during the war.

POINTERS ON MAILING 


TO EASE FOLIDAY RUS 


Postmaster Stresses Legibil- 
ity, Return Addresses and 
Early Posting. 


Suggestions to aid in the han- 
dling of this year’s Christmas 
mails which are expected to break 
all records were offered yesterday 
by Postmaster Bernard F, Dick- 
mann. 

The name of every individual 
living in a house should be clear- 
ly inscribed on the mail box, he 
pointed out, since substitute mail 
carriers employed during the rush 
season may not be familiar with 


the neighborhood in which they 
work, 

Packages should be wrapped in 
strong, heavy paper and tied with 
stout cord, the postmaster said, 
and both the sender’s and the re- 
ceiver’s address should be clearly 


inscribed on every card and 
bundle sent to the postoffice. A 
complete address, he added, in- 
cludes postal zone numbers. 

In order to avoid bottle necks, 
each individual should mail cards 
and parcels over a period of days 
rather than all on the same day. 
Everyone should shop and mail 
early. 

After cards have been properly 
addressed and stamped they should 
be tied in bundles of 10, address 
side up, before being dropped in 
the letter box, Dickmann said. 
Packages should be insured and, 


if they contain articles of great \j 


value, they may be sent by regis- 
tered mail for a nominal fee. 


He urged mailers of Christmas 
cards to send them first class by 
affixing a three-cent stamp. He 
pointed out that last year 200,000 
greeting cards sent at the third- 
class rate of one and one-half 
cents ended up in the dead letter 
office and the senders had no way 
of knowing the cards were unde- 
livered because third class mail is 
not returnable. Also, third class 
mail can not be forwarded, does 
not receive directory service and 
is handled last.

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He Did It All With Tickets 


How a Former St. Louis Printer Built a Million Dollar Business

FORT SMITH, Ark., Dec. 8. 
A. LICK, who calls himself 
C just plain Chan most of the 
® time and Chancey when he 
wants to add a little tone, is a one- 
time St. Louis printer who ran a 
couple of job presses and a shirt- 
tail full of type into a million-dol- 
lar-a-year business; all done with 
tickets. Tickets and hard work, 

A large majority of the people 
in these United States come into 
indirect contact with Lick every 
day of their lives, because it’s a 
rare day that the average person 
doesn’t encounter a ticket some- 
where along the line, even if it’s 
just a hat check ticket. But it’s 
doubtful if anyone ever stops to 
wonder where all the millions of 
tickets which help to pave the 
paths of commerce come from. 

So the next time you go to the 
circus, the ball game, the legiti- 
mate theater, the movies, or even 
take a ride on the ferris wheel, 
just stop to scan your ticket and 
you'll find out. The odds are, es- 
pecially through the middle west 
and the west, that somewhere on 
the ticket you will find, in small 
type, the name “Weldon, Williams 
& Lick.” 

The firm of Weldon, Williams 
and Lick, which has been operat- 
ing quietly but firmly down here 
in the Boston Mountains for a 
good many years now, is One of 
the largest printers of tickets in 
the world. In fact, next to the 
Globe Ticket company, in Boston, 
which Lick refers to as “the dad- 
dy of them all,” it is the largest 
in the country. Last year they 
printed between $800,000 and a 
million dollars worth of tickets, 
and this year probably will be 
even bigger. 

It all started back in 1887 when 
Lick, then a young printer work- 
ing in St. Louis, threw caution to 
the winds and braved what was 
considered the wilds of Arkansas, 
Everyone, including Lick himself, 
thought he was taking his life in 
his hands. 

There was a city-wide printers’ 
strike in St. Louis that year. 
After the strike had been in prog- 
ress several weeks, some of the 
boys, including Lick, were getting 
a little desperate. One day a tele- 
gram arrived from a job printer 
here at Fort Smith. He wanted 
five compositors. 

There were about 500 printers 
hanging around union headquar- 
ters, Lick recalls, and all of them 
wanted’ work. But when they 
found out it was Arkansas, they 
all shied away. 

“If you don’t get scalped by the 
Indians,” they said, “you'll prob- 
ably die of malaria.” 

Out of the 500, Lick and two 
others were the only ones who 
would take a chance on the 
Indians and malaria. They came 
to Fort Smith and went to work. 
One of them stayed two weeks, 
the second stayed a couple of 
years. “And I’ve been here ever 
since,” Lick says. 

By 1892, Lick had a couple of 
job presses of his own and, as he 
puts it, “a shirt-tail full of type. 
He was making a small living, but 
he believed in himself, and told 
people so. 

“There was a Man named Sam 
Hunt who had a theater,” Lick 
recalls, “and he came to me one 
day and said, ‘You're always 
bragging about what you can do 
in the printing line. I got to have 
some reserved seat tickets and I 
got to have them by Wednesday. 
See what you can do.’ [I told him 
all right. I had a Negro pressman 
who was one of the best I ever 
had—if he didn’t get drunk—and 
we went to work. 

+ = 

KNEW that above everything 
| else, they had to be accurate, 

and I realized too that when 
you're printing tickets it’s just the 
same as printing money. He had to 
have 100 sets of tickets for 100 
performances. We started at 7 
o’clock Monday morning and 
worked until midnight. Then we 
started at 7 the next morning and 
worked all that day and night. 
We had the tickets for him on 
Wednesday, and there wasn’t a 
single error.” 

It was then that it occurred to 
Lick that the world was entering 
the age of specialization, and it 
might not be a bad thing even 
for a printer. He consolidated 
with another printing firm. They 
sent out sample tickets, and got 
good results. But after a time his 
partner decided that it involved 
too much work. So Lick sold his 
share to his partner, and bought 
into the firm of Weldon and Wil- 
liams. 

He sold them on the idea of 
specializing, but it wasn’t all 
smooth sailing from a _ flying 
start. Lick traveled over the 
country taking orders, which his 
partners filled. At the ehd of the 
first year they hadn’t grossed 
enough to pay even his traveling 
expenses. They were ready to 
back out, but he talked them in- 
to sticking. They incorporeted 
the business in 1900, and little by 
little things built up until the 
business is what it is today. 

There is no longer any Weldon 
or any Williams in the firm. Wel- 
don died some 30 years ago, and 
Williams sold his interest about 
10 years ago to go into the whole- 
sale coal business. Lick’s son, 
C. A. Lick Jr., better known as 
“Cap” Lick, is vice president and 
advertising manager, and his son- 
in-law, S. W. Jackson, is secretary 
and treasurer. But despite his 78 
years, Lick himself is still head 
of the firm, and in every sense of 
the word. 

In his younger days he always 
worked 16 hours a day, and if 
there is anything he can’t stand, 
it’s to see time wasted. Even now

he gets down to the office at 10 
minutes to seven every morning. 
When he gets there the porter has 
already gone by the post office 
‘and picked up the mail. Then 
Lick sorts the mail and goes 
around distributing it on the vari- 
ous desks, which desks, incident- 
ally, are as clean as a whistle, one 
of his rules. No one leaves with 
a cluttered desk. 


His distribution of the mail isn’t 
done as a favor. “I distribute the 
mail and it’s right there for them,” 
he points out, “So there’s no ex- 
cuse to gather and talk about last 
night’s movie. The work’s right 
there for them, and they can get 
started. An hour’s start in the 
morning is like a yard head-start 
in a foot race.” 

It shouldn’t be concluded from 
that, however, that Lick is a slave 
driver. Just the opposite, in fact. 
His employes work a _ 36-hour 
week, they have a pension plan, he 
has set up a_ plan whereby he 
helps them finance their own 
homes, and on the whole the plant 
is noted for its excellent labor- 
management relations. 


They tell here of the time he 
went to New York to discuss a 
deal with some Wall street bank- 
ers. He got there at noon Friday, 
and the financiers took him 
around to their clubs. Saturday 
they announced that no one in 
New York works on Saturday, 


and took him to the country club, 
Sunday one of them took him to 
his place in the country. Monday 
morning Lick packed up and left, 
announcing that he had been 
there since Friday and hadn’t been 
able to get anyone to talk busi- 
ness yet, and he couldn’t afford 
to waste time like that.

ICK has a desk out in the front 
L office where he carries on busi- 

ness, but he also has a private 
office, which has seen little change 
since the company was founded, 
It is filled with heavy, dark oak 
furniture upholstered -in black 
leather, and the walls are cov- 
ered with an accumulation of 
photographs of family and friends.

ager, but are you sure there isn’t 
just a little vanity connected with 
this?’ But he insisted he thought 
it was a sound investment, so I 
told him to go ahead. We ran 
the whole series of ads. Well, it 
was a lesson. Not that there was 
anything wrong with that particu- 
lar magazine. It’s just that the 
way to reach people is to ad- 
vertise in a magazine read by 
people who have a use for tickets.” 
As an example, the firm has run 
the same ad—same size and same 
wording-—+in the theatrical maga- 
zine, Billboard, for more than 30 
years. 


Lick’s father was a printer be- 
fore him, and one of Lick’s proud- 
est possession is a yellowed slip 
of paper on which are printed the 
words: “The type on this paper 
was set by Chancey Lick, who is 
five years old and wants to be 
a& printer.” 


His current hobby is_ golf.

AYBE I’m the only one, but I wish we still had daylight 

saving time. It is a purely selfish wish, based upon the 

fact that I like to get home to Possum Trot while there 
is still daylight, so I can hustle into working clothes and

are shut up snug for the 
night. Then on the way back 
to the house, I like to stop 
for a few minutes on the ter- 
race and feel] the tensions of 
the day unwind themselves 
like the spring of an alarm 
clock as I watch the after- 
glow fade from the river and 
see the stars begin to come 
out, one by one. There is @ 
stillness at this hour of dusk 
which is only broken by 
small, familiar sounds—a 
flight of crows calling to 
each other as they wing 
along our valley, the creak 
and rattle of George’s 
wagon tires as he comes up 
late from shucking corn in 


the bottom lands or perhaps a cow lowing from the distant 
hillsides. Sometimes there is the pungent smell of oak leaves 
burning and always that clean crispness of an autumn eve- 
ning when there’s frost in prospect. Far across the river, a 


hound is baying. 
Sosmehow these familiar things have a way of carrying 


your mind back to far-off autumns. I remember that “Young” 
’ Brown’s dad had an old liver and white pointer which used 
to howl like a banshee, for a full 10 minutes, every time the 
school bell rang. “Hurts his ears,” they said. But you could 
hear that pointer farther than you could hear the school bell 
and always knew when you were in danger of being tardy. 
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When butchering time came, along in late No- 
vember, we'd always get them to save the pig’s bladder.

IG things happened in 1945. 
B The war ended. The atom 

bomb arrived on the scene. 
Taxes began to come down, 
And Mr. Bonner was shot by a 
duck. 

Bonner is, of course, Stanley 
J. Bonner of Houston, Tex., as 
every duck now knows. On a 
fine October day he grabbed 
his trusty automatic pistol and 
ventured out into the back yard 
to shoot a couple of domestic 
ducks. Duck No, 1 fell at the 
first shot. But Duck No. 2, a 
more aggressive type, leaped at 
Bonner, jarred his arm and 
caused the gun to go off. The 
bullet hit Bonner in the knee. 
The duck? Still alive and 
sassy. 

Wacky? Sure. But no wackier 
than a lot of other freak acci- 
dents. that happened in 1945. 
A roundup by the National 
Safety Council reveals that 
come war, come peace, people 
go right on having the darned- 
est things happen to them. 


For instance, Mrs. Edward 
Comfort of Brooklyn was driv- 
ing through Virginia, her 15- 
month-old baby riding happily 
beside her in a basket strapped 
to the seat of the car. So far

as Mrs. Comfort knew, there 
were no hard feelings between 
her and the baby. But the 
child suddenly stopped content- 
edly drinking milk out of a 
nursing bottle, swung the bottle 
lustily and conked Mrs. Com- 
fort neatly on the head. Dazed, 
she let go the wheel and the 
car overturned into a_ ditch. 
Neither mother nor baby was 
hurt. 

Not so allergic to a thump 
on the head is Charles Ander- 
son, @ hardy resident of Los 
Angeles. Anderson, in fact, has 
reason to regard himself as 
practically indestructible. He 
was repairing a wall one day 
when a concrete block fell 
from a fourth-story scaffold 
and hit him smack on the head. 
He reeled into the street, just 
in time to be struck down by 
Policeman Jess Haenel’s motor- 
cycle. He recovered satisfac- 
torily from both accidents. 


And Mrs. Dorothy Jensenius 
was walking in Chicago’s loop 
one day when, lo and behold, 
a bucket came hurtling down 
and hit her kerplunk. It had 
been dropped by a dismayed 
window washer seven stories 
up. A shoulder injury to Mrs. 
Jensenius and a dent in the

bucket comprised the damage. 

One of life’s little mysteries 
to doctors and economists came 
when 17-month-old Larry Lingle 
of Harrisburg, Pa., swallowed 
a nickel and coughed up a 
penny. 

In Toledo, Mrs. Margaret 
Cook’s car blew a tire at a 
railroad crossing and careened 
down the tracks toward an ap- 
proaching freight train. The 
auto struck a signal] switch and 
threw a red block against the 
train, automatically stopping it. 

Every year someone lets a 
train pass over him without 
serious results. This year, it 
was Jesse Spitzer of Denver, 
wha did it the hard way by 
first having himself an auto 
accident. This threw him 
through the roof of his car and 
landed him on his back in the 
middle of the track just as the 
train came along. Spitzer lay 
quietly and securely until the 
engine and long string of 
freight cars had roared over 
him, then found he had broken 
a leg—in the auto accident. 


Whether it was a suicide pact 
or just an accident, no one will 
ever know. But when Miss 
Bette Boren of Marinette, Wis., 
returned home one day last 
March, she found the family’s 
two dogs on the floor overcome 
by gas. They had, in some 
manner, turned on the stove. 
They were revived and haven't 
tried it again. 

Taxi Driver Ethel Sheffield’s 
cab skidded into a lamp post 
in Regina, Saskatchewan, one 
16-below-zero night last Janu- 
ary. She was knocked uncon-

scious and might have frozen 
to death if a fire alarm box 
on the lamp post hadn't been 
set off by the crash, bringing 
firemen to the rescue. 

It’s odd enough, perhaps, 
when a fire starts itself and 
then puts itself out. When it 
happens twice the same. way, 
you begin to wonder. But once 


in Utica, N. Y., and again in 
Dark Harbor, Me., the sun’s 
rays, passing through a bottle 
of water in a truck, set fire to 
the floor of each truck, only 
to have the heat of fire break 
the bottle and the water put 
out the flames. 

Probably the most embar- 
rassed firemen in the country 
were the members of the vol- 
unteer department of Columbus 
Manor, Ill., the night an ex- 
ploding gasoline tank in a 
pumper wagon set fire to the 
fire station. Unable to get

station to fight the flames, the 
Columbus Manor laddies had to 
look on glumly while firemen 
from nearby towns did the job. 


When a pin in her washing 
machine broke off, Mrs. Axel 
Soder of Makinen, Minn., 
lookedt around the house for a 
substitute pin and finally found 
something she thought was just 
the thing. She sawed off the 
end of it and started to ham- 
mer it into the machine. She 
might have done it, too, if the 
substitute pin hadn’t exploded 
and blown her clear across the 
room. She had selected a stick 
of dynamite. 

No year would be complete, 
of course, without someone 
falling safely out of a third- 
story window onto a cement 
sidewalk. The 1945 fall-out girl 
was Beverly Kay Schwartz, 20 
months old, of Maywood, IIL, 
who escaped with a slight head 
injury. 

Just to be different, a Chi- 
cago baby took his mother 
along with him when he went 
for a two-story plunge to the 
street. The year-old child 
slipped from a porch railing. 
His mother, Mrs. Audrey Hud- 
son grabbed for him, got him, 
lost her balance, and mother 
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and son fell together. Neither 
was seriously hurt. 

Most farsighted plunger of 
the year was James Hearn of 
Seattle, who fell three floors 
down an air shaft to land 
cozily in an easy chair. 

A lot of people stick their 
necks out in various ways, but 
not so spectacularly as did 
Virginia Triplett, an elevator 
operator in St. Paul. Miss Trip- 
lett was leaning her head .out- 
side the elevator on the first 
floor when the automatic doors 
closed. Passers-by tugged at 
the doors by hand until they 
could be opened by mechanics. 

Every returning G. I. is 
mighty glad to see the family 
again, but few are so vociferous 
in their greetings as was Sol- 
dier Frank Chlan of Baltimore. 
He gave his mom a hug so big 
it snapped several of her ribs. 

Out in Hollywood, where any- 
thing can happen, “Sunset” 
Carson, _ six-foot-five cowboy 
movie actor, went to the studio 
hospital for an aspirin to help 
his headache. Coming out, he 
struck his head against the 
door frame, keeled over uncon- 
scious and had to have four 
stitches taken in his scalp. 

As Mrs. Clara Wagner ac- 
companied a sick friend to a 
Chicago hospital, the ambu- 
lance in which they were rid- 
ing turned a corner so sharply 
that the rear door flew open 
and Mrs. Wagner was cata- 
pulted into the street. She was 
returned to the ambulance, and 
continued the journey—as a 
patient. 

Just to prove that America 
hasn’t a corner on freak ac- 
cidents, a wind storm in North 
Adelaide, Australia, scared a 
deliveryman’s horse into run- 
ning away, but also blew the 
deliveryman ahead of the horse 
in time to stop it.

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America’s First Family of Learning 


The Comptons, No Scholastic Stuffed Shirts, Just Naturally Become College Presidents 


By Clarissa Start 


MERICA’S first family of 
A veering will add another col- 

lege president to its ranks 
when Dr. Wilson M. Compton is 
installed as the head of Washing- 
ton State College next Tuesday, 
the fourth member of his family 
to become the leader of an edu- 
cational institution. The others of 
the famous Comptons are Dr. Ar- 
thur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University, Nobel 
prize winner, and instrumental in 
the development of the atomic 
bomb; Dr. Karl T. Compton, noted 
physicist and for 15 years presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology; and Mary 
Compton Rice, former teacher, 
now wife of Charles H. Rice, 
president of Ewing College, Alla- 
habad, India. 


Between the four of them they 
hold 44 college and university de- 
grees, and yet they are no scho- 
lastic stuffed shirts. Each one 
achieved substantial practical and 
worldly success, so much so that 
their mother, who died last year, 
Was once given an honorary de- 
gree merely for being the “mother 
of Comptons.” 7 


An interesting study for the 
psychologists and _ educational 
theorists is the background that 
contributed to the success of the 
Comptons, whether a brilliant 
heredity, a religious and educa- 
tional environment, or the strict 
moral and disciplinary training 
of their parents was responsible 
for their achievements. 

In Wooster, Ohio, where the 
Comptons were reared, and where 
their father, the late Dr. Elias 
Compton was dean of Wooster 
College for 45 years, the people 
who “knew them then” and know 
them now, do not stop to analyze 
the conditions very much. To 
them, the Comptons are simply 
a family set apart; anyone at any 
tfme of their lives would have 
voted them most likely to succeed, 
and no one is particularly sur- 
prised that they did so on such 
a splendid scale, 


A typical college town in which 
Victorian frame. houses with bulg- 
ing cupolas and bay windows are 
side by side with newer Colonial 
dwellings, and a rolling, tree- 
shaded campus, criss-crossed by 
paths, surrounds the cream-col- 
ored college buildings, Wooster 
has numerous residents who knew 
the Comptons as children. Most 
of them live around the campus, 
on College avenue, or Beall (pro- 
nounced Bell), or Bever (pro- 
nounced Beaver) streets. 


One of these is Miss Elizabeth 
Pendleton, retired English teacher, 


who lives at 828 College avenue, 


next to the old Compton home. 


“I spent my first night in Woo- 
ster at the Compton house—that 
was 56 years ago last Novem- 
ber 1,” Miss Pendleton recalled. 
“We were backdoor neighbors for 
36 years, and not only that but I 
camped with them in the Mich- 
igan woods for two summers and 
you really get to know folks that 
way. They were just naturally 
good all around folks, just pure 
gold. The children were all good 
schélars yet athletic, and a jolly 
lot, too. They had good brains to 
start with and with their back- 
ground they had good morals, 
then the home influence helped it 
all along. Mrs. Compton was so 
good clean through, she was really 
a woman without guile. Their 
father was a kindly man, too, not 
stern but always even.” 
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One senses a slight note of re- 
gret in Miss Pendleton’s voice as 
she tells you the Comptons were 
more interested in science than 
books. 

“They read all the things a col- 
lege education provides, but 
mostly it was science, science, 
science. And anything that inter- 
ested the children interested their 
mother.” 


Arthur was so engrossed in 
science, she _ recalled, that he 
wrote all his themes one semester 
on the subject of a glider that he 
was inventing. He eventually per- 
fected it, too, and flew from the 
top of a hill at the golf course of 
the country club to the bottom, 


The glider was not the only ex- 
ample of Arthur’s early inventive- 
ness. When he was 11 he set up 
a scroll saw with pedal attach- 
ments and made household acces- 
sories. While still in high school 
he sold scientific articles to mag- 
azines, and at 17 when his parents 
brought him a telescope from Lu- 
cerne he rigged. up an astronom- 
ical clock, attached the telescope 
and a camera and photographed 
planets. 

Later he also invented and pat- 
ented a gyroscopic device. He be-

lieves it was his parents’ interest 
in his research that encouraged 
him and he was once quoted as 
telling his mother that hag she 
laughed at his boyhood effor®, his 
research would probably have 
ended there. As it was, his love 
of pure science led him to toss 
overboard a promising career in 
commercial research for the com- 
parative poverty of pure scientific 
research which ultimately led to 
the Nobel prize and his later suc- 
cess.

The others were less precocious 
along inventive lines. Mary, who 
was the best friend of Betty Mc-

Compton, was the student of the 
family. Karl, an all-around joiner, 
active in athletics, the Shake- 
speare club, his fraternity, took 
studies less seriously and several 
times his parents changed his class 
or school so he would have more 
work to do. It wasn’t until he be- 
came a graduate student with a 
job, and the desire to get married, 
that he concentrated on studies, 
graduating from the Princeton 
Graduate School, summa cum 
laude, and getting his PhD at the 
age of 21.

“Any story about the family 
should really be called ‘The House 
on College Avenue’,” he says, “‘be- 
cause if there was anything un- 
usual about the family it started 
right there with father and 
mother.”

| described as “sleeveless,” asks one 
| of our readers, 


The obvious reply it that it is 


| an allusion to the fact that a gar- 


ment without sleeves, but which 
should have them, is either use- 
less or gives no satisfaction. 
Hence it would be an easy trans- 
ference of sense to a mission 
which is futile. 

Another suggestion for this 
usage which is not supported by 
the highest etymological author- 
ity is that “sleeveless,” may pos- 
sibly have been confused with 
“sleaveless.” The sleave is the 
knotted or entangled part of 
thread or silk, or the raw edge 
of a woven article which, without 
the sleave, is unfinished. 

“Sleeveless” was used during 
the 14th century in the phrases 
“sleeveless answer” and “sleeve- 
less words.” “Sleeveless errand” 
did not come into recorded use 
until the 16th century.

Carp and Eels 


A hearty dish for this time of 
year is the wonderful French 
matelote of carp and eels. If 
you've an aversion to eels, this 
is one way to make you forget 
all about it! 

Get a carp and an eel from your 
fish man—have him clean them 
for you and cut them into pieces 
about two inches long. 

Hurry them home and set them 
on ice while you put three or 
four good tablespoons of butter 
and a couple of dozen small white 
peeled onions into a kettle. To 
hasten matters, have the onions 
parboiled first. Let them brown 
in the butter and then add a quart 
of red wine—or cider, if you pre- 
fer—and a big bunch of parsley, 
thyme, bay leaves, sweet basil and 
a clove of garlic.

HE 2600-year-old throne of Emperor Hirohito of 

Japan, already badly undermined by his na- 

tion's abject defeat, grows shakier. Final push 
may come from Japs themselves. Last week the 
previously unmentionable question of whether Hiro- 
hito should abdicate was brought into the open in 
the Japanese Diet. It remained unanswered. Dis- 
cussion was ended with Minister of State Joji Mat- 
sumoto's assertion that subject was “too awesome” 
to bring up in public. 

Question strikingly demonstrated ‘sacred and 
inviolable” Emperor's changed status. So did ques- 
tion, also asked in Diet, whether Hirohito helped 
push Japan into war. 

Both queries implied criticism of the Emperor 


personally, which is unprecedented in Jap history. 

The Japanese Emperor is held of divine origin, 
above all law and criticism. He is Tenshi—Son of 
Heaven—or Tenno—Heavenly King. Hirohito is 
124th of a line dating back, Japs believe, to 660 
B. C. He is head of the state and high priest of 
Shintoism, national religion. Traditionally he is 
responsible to no one, cannot be removed. 

Hirohito has been made responsible to General 
Douglas MacArthur, at whose direction he called 
on the Diet to enact into law broad policies laid 
down by Allied directives. 

Besides suggestion of his removal in the Diet, 
Joseph B. Keenan, chief prosecutor of Jap war crim- 
inals, recently hinted Hirohito may be tried.

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Like most barmaids, Miss Elsie Wilson works during the day to relieve her 

employer who tends bar at night. Also like most others, she does not have 

large repertory of mixed drinks, but largest number of orders where she works, 
610 Chestnut street, are for highballs and beer.

Bill was introduced by State Repre- 
sentative Daniel Curran of St. Louis, 
president of the Miscellaneous Hotel 
Workers’ Union, Local No. 430, and 
is backed by. the Bartenders’ Union. 
The Bartenders’ Union followed a war- 
time no-women policy. Same policy 
for peacetime was affirmed at its last 
meeting. 

The union insists jobs vacated by 
service men belong to them, that stand- 
ards of skill required in mixing drinks, 
of firmness and judgment in keeping 


order are best maintained by men 
workers. 

On the other hand, employers of 
women bartenders—who work mostly 
in smaller establishments and a few 
night clubs—contend women are com- 
petent daytime managers when the 
boss is away, keep rowdiness to a min- 
imum by their presence, are a draw- 
ing card for customers who like 
conversation with their beer. 

Barmaids are a result of wartime 
help shortages. Many are former 
waitresses who became barmaids 
when bartenders entered military 
service. 

There's another economic angle to 
the dispute. Barmaids work for $20 to 
$30 a week; the union minimum scale 
is $40 to $45.

ALKANS, old European trouble spot, continue to provide 
postwar problems. Most of the countries of the peninsula 
are undergoing pains of transition from rigid monarchial 

to more democratic governmental forms. Boundary disputes 
play a part, too. 

Among chief centers of interest recently have been Ro- 
mania and Yugoslavia. In Romania, former Axis satellite, 
royalists holding forbidden demonstration in Bucharest, the 
capital, on King Mihai’s birthday, clashed with Government 
troops. Soldiers fired on them, killed and wounded a number. 
Several hundred were arrested. 

Mihai became King of Romania in September, 1940, and 
two months later country joined the Axis. War was declared 
on Russia in June, 1941. Red Army forced Romania to accept 
armistice in August, 1944. Then country switched sides, de- 
clared war on Germany. Mihai has been retained as nominal 
king, with Premier Petru Groza heading Soviet-sponsored 
Government. — 

Yugoslavia's transition is taking rather orderly course. 
Recent demonstrations mostly have been confined to support 
of country’s claim to Trieste, Adriatic port also claimed by 
Italy. Change-over from monarchy to republic took place 
peacefully last November 29 by proclamation of Constituent 
Assembly in Belgrade, which declared King Peter II deposed.
